by  the  inhabitants  of  such  district  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  in 
thirty  days  after  the  clerk  of  the  district  shall  certify  to  said  as- 
sessors the  sum  voted  by  the  district  to  be  raised  as  aforesaid.

An  Act  to  regulate  the  Inspection  of  Beef  intended  to  be  exported  from  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

Sect.  1.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives^ in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^ 
That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  September  next,  no  person 
or  persons  whatsoever  shall  ship  or  export  from  this  Common- 
wealth, any  salted  beef,  except  in  barrels  or  half  barrels,  of 
the  quality  and  dimensions  herein  after  provided,  and  the  con- 
tents thereof  are  inspected  and  packed,  and  unless  the  casks 
containing  the  same  are  branded  agreeably  to  the  directions  in 
this  Act. 

Sect.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  there  shall  be  an  inspect- 
or-general of  beef,  for  this  Commonwealth,  who  shall  be  well 
skilled  in  the  knowledge  of  the  same,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  and  to  be 
by  them  removable  at  pleasure,  who,  before  he  shall  enter  on 
the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  give  bonds,  with  sufficient  sureties, 
to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Commonwealth,  in  the  penal  sum  of 
four  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  nis  duty ;  and 
shall  also  be  sworn  faithfully  to  perform  the  same.  And  such

salt  above  mentioned,  and  two  ounces  of  salt-petre. 

Sect.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  September  next,  every  barrel  and  half  barrel,  in  which 
beef  shall  be  packed  or  repacked  for  exportation,  shall  be  made 
of  good  seasoned  white-oak  or  white-asn  staves  and  heading,

Chap*  81.  An  Act  to  establish  a  Municipal  Court  in  the  Town  of  Boston. 

Preamble.  WHEREAS,  from  the  peculiar  situation  and  circumstances 

of  the  town  of  Boston,  as  a  metropolis  and  great  sea-port,  the 
usual  mode  of  enforcing  the  laws,  and  administering  justice,  in 
criminal  cases,  is  attended  with  great  delays,  and  burthensome 
expenses : 

Sect.  1.  Bt  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  oj 
Rqpresentativesj  in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  same^  That  there  shall  be  holden,  within  and  for  the 
town  of  Boston,  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month,  by  such 
gleamed,  able  and  discreet  person  as  the  Governor  shall  appoint 
and  commission jaursuant  to  the  Constitution,  a  court  ofjustice, 
bv  the  name  of  The  Municipal  Court  for  the  TownS  of  boston : 
That  the  same  court  shall  nave  power  to  adjourn  irom  day  to 
,  day,  and  shall  have  cognizance  of  all  crimes  and  offences 
committed  within  the  town  of  Boston,  which  are  now  cogniza- 
ble in  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  ;♦  and  cog- 
nizance of  all  crimes  and  offences  against  the  by-laws  of  the 
said  town ;  of  frauds,  deceits,  monopolies,  forestalling,  regrat- 
ing,  thefts  and  nuisances.  And  the  said  court  shall  have  power 
to  impose  and  administer  all  oaths  necessary  to  the  legal  con- 
viction and  punbhment  of  offenders;  and  to  punish,  at  the  rea- 
sonable discretion  of  the  court,  and  in  like  manner  as  other 
courts  may  lawfully  do,  all  contempts  committed  against  the 
authority  of  the  same.  And  the  same  court  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  and  remove  its  own  clerks,  who,  when  appointed, 
shall  take  such  oaths  as  are  by  law  provided  to  be  taken  by 
the  clerks  of  other  courts.  *  And  if  it  shall  so  happen  that  the 
judge  of  said  court  shall  be  unable  to  attend,  from  sickness  or 
any  other  cause,  on  any  day  upon  which  said  court  shall  be 
by  law  to  be  held,  or  to  which  said  court  shall  stand  adjourned, 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  clerk  of  said  court  to  adjourn 
the  same  to  the  next  stated  term4  ^7  proclamation.

An  Act  to  empower  Assessors,  in  certain  cases,  to  renew  Warrants  to  Constables 
or  Collectors. 

'WHEREAS  the  warrants  issued  by  assessors  to  constables 
or  collectors,  for  collecting  taxes,  may  be  lost  or  destroyed  by 
accident : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Smate  and  House  of  Representatives^  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^  That 
from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  the  assessors,  for  the 
time  being,  of  any  town,  district,  parish,  precinct,  or  other  socie- 
ty by  law  empowered  to  raise  money  by  taxes,  whenever  it  shall 
be  made  to  appear  to  them  by  any  constable  or  collector  of 
taxes  in  the  town,  or  other  such  place  or  society  as  aforesaid, 
of  which  they  are  assessors,  that  an  origmal  or  other  warrant, 
issued  and  delivered  to  him  for  the  collection  of  any  certain 
tax  committed  to  him,  hath  been  lost  or  destroyed  by  acci- 
dent, shall  be  and  hereby  are  empowered  to  issue  a  new 
warrant  to  such  constable  or  collector  for  collecting  the  same, 
which  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  the  original  war- 
rant.

Bone  Middlings  shall  consist  of  middle  pieces  taken 
from  hogs  well  fatted,  weighing  two  hundred  and  thirty  pounds 
or  upwards.  Navy  Mess  Pork  shall  consist  of  all  parts  ol  the 
carcase,  well  fatted,  weighing  from  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
pounds,  to  two  hundred  and  thirty  pounds,  except  the  head, 
fore  and  hind  legs,  the  shoulder  joint,  lard  and  refuse  parts 
above  mentioned.

or  ways,  bridge  or  bridges ;  and  at  any  such  meeting  may  vote 
to  raise  any  sum  or  sums  of  money,  they  may  deem  necessary 
for  carrying  such  contracts  into  enect ;  and  may  choose  asses- 
sors, who  shall  assess  all  sums  of  money  so  raised  on  each  pro- 
prietor's or  occupant's  proportion  therein,  and  shall  also  deliver 
true  lists  of  said  assessments  to  the  said  surveyor,  with  warrants 
of  distress,  in  form,  as  to  substance,  as  is  prescribed  by  law  for 
collecting  town  and  district  taxes  ;  and  every  such  surveyor  b 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  and  collect  all  taxes

which  he  is  legally  settled,  in  case  he  has  not  sufficient  estate 
nor  kindred  who  are  able  and  obliged  by  law  to  maintain 
him,  and  may  declare  therein,  in  a  general  indebitatus  assump- 
sit^ and  recover  judgment  for  such  sum  as  shall  be  found  due 
to  him,  with  legal  interest  from  the  time  the  same  was  de- 
manded, and  costs.  And  if  the  person  so  committed  have 
kindred  who  are  able  and  obliged  by  law  to  maintain  him, 
the  said  keeper  may  have  like  remedy  for  recovering  such 
sums  of  them,  as  is  provided  for  towns  which  have  been  at 
expense  for  the  relief  and  support  of  paupers,  by  an  Act,  en- 
titled, "  An  Act  providing  for  the  relief  and  support,  employ- 
ment and  removal  of  the  poor,  and  for  repealing  all  former  laws 
made  for  those  purposes." 

Sect.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  person,  standing 
convicted  before  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  or  Court  of  Gene- 
ral Sessions  of  the  Peace,  for  any  crime  punishable  in  part  or 
in  whole  by  imprisonment,  may  be  sentenced  by  either  of  said 
courts  to  suffer  his  imprisonment,  either  in  the  common  gaol,  or 
in  the  house  of  correction,  at  their  discretion,  to  be  employed 
and  kept  to  work  therein,  in  the  same  manner  as  persons  com- 
mitted to  said  house,  pursuant  to  the  Acts  to  which  this  is  in 
further  addition. 

Sect.  4.  Beit  further  enacted^  That  either  of  said  courts

An  Act  defining  the  general  Powers  and  Duties  of  Turnpike  Corporations. 

Sect.  1 .  BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives^ in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same^  That  no  turnpike  corporation  shall  be  hereafter  created, 
except  a  committee  shall  have  first  been  appointed  by  the  Le- 
gislature, and  viewed  the  route  proposed  by  the  petitioners, 
who  shall  be  at  the  expense  thereof.  And  that  all  committees 
appointed  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  shall,  before  they  proceed 
to  view  any  proposed  road,  give  public  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  their  meeting,  by  publishing  the  same  in  some  news- 

f)aper  printed  in  the  county  where  said  road  is  proposed  to  be 
aid,  if  any  such  paper  is  printed  therein,  and  if  not,  in  such 
other  way  as  they  may  think  will  give  general  notice  to  all  in- 
terested, and  shall  also  give  notice  to  one  or  more  of  the*  se- 
lectmen of  each  town  through  which  they  propose  to  view,  and 
of  the  time  they  shall  make  their  report  to  the  Legislature,  that 
all  persons  may  then  appear,  and  shew  cause,  if  any  they  have, 
against  the  prayer  of  the  petition. 

Sect.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  whenever  any  grant  is 
made  for  a  turnpise  road,  and  application  is  made  to  the  Court 
of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace,  within  the  county  where  said 
road  is  situated,  said  court  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  five

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"be  estimMed  by  said  committee,  saving  to  either  party  the 
right  of  trial  by  iury,  respecting  damages  only,  accordmg  to  i803  ch.  15(1 
law  making  provision  for  the  recovery  of  damages  arising  from 
the  laying  out  highways :  Provided  however^  That  said  corpo-  Proviso, 
ration  may  purchase  and  hold  lands,  over  which  they  may 
make  their  road,  in  every  such  case,  the  estimation  of  damages 
shall  be  omitted  by  saia  committee.  And  no  turnpike  road 
hereafter  granted  shall  be  less  than  four  rods  in  width,  and 
the  travelled  part  of  the  same  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty- 
four  feet  in  any  part  thereof.

of  toll,  viz. — For  each  coach,  chariot,  phaeton,  or  other  four  Toils  estab- 
wheel  spring  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses,  twenty-five  cents ;  ^^^^^ 
and  if  orawn  by  moi^e  than  two  horses,  two  cents  for  each 
additional  horse ;  for  every  waggon  drawn  by  two  horses,  ten 
cents ;  and  if  drawn  by  more  than  two,  two  cents  for  each 
additional  horse;   for  every  cart  or  waggon  drawn  by  two 
oxen,  ten  cents ;  and  if  by  more  than  two,  twelve  and  a  half 
cents ;  for  every  curricle,  fifteen  cents ;  for  every  chaise,  chair, 
sulkey  or  other  carriage  for  pleasure,  drawn  by  one  horse, 
twelve  and  a  half  cents  each ;  for  every  cart,  waggon  or  truck 
drawn  by  one  horse,  six  and  one  quarter  of  a  cent  each ;  for 
every  man  and  horse,  four  cents;  for  every  sleigh  or  sled 
drawn  by  two  oxen  or  horses,  eight  cents ;  and  if  drawn  by 
more  than  two  oxen  or  horses,  one  cent  for  each  additional 
ox  or  horse ;  for  every  sleigh  or  sled  drawn  by  one  horse, 
four  cents ;  for  all  horses,  mules  or  neat  cattle  fed  or  driven, 
besides  those  in  teams  or  carriages,  one  cent  each ;  for  all 
sheep  or  swine,  at  the  rate  of  three  cents  by  the  dozen  :  Pro-  Commutation 
vided  however^   That  the  corporation  may,  if  they  see  cause,  ^^^^^  a^^ow- 
commute  the  rates  of  toll  with  any  person  or  persons,  or  with 
any  corporation,  by  taking  of  him  or  them  a  certain  sum  an- 
nually, to  be  mutually  agreed  on,  in  lieu  of  the  toll  aforesaid ; 
and  carts  or  waggons  having  wheels,  the  fellies  of  which  shall 
be  six  inches  broad  or  more,  shall  be  subject  to  pay  only  half 
the  toll  which  carts  or  waggons  otherwise  constructed  shall  be 
liable  to  pay.     And  all  turnpike  corporations  shall  erect   in 
some  conspicuous  place  where  the  toll  is  collected,  exposed  to 
view,  a  sign  board,  with  the  rates  ol  toll  of  all  tollable  articles.

WHEREAS  the  persons  herein  after  named,  together  with 
sundry  other  persons,  their  associates,  have,  at  very  considera- 
ble expense,  collected  a  library,  consisting  of  rare  and  valua- 
ble books ;  and  whereas  the  laudable  object  of  their  association 
is  to  form,  as  far  as  their  funds  shall  from  time  to  time  admit, 
a  still  more  valuable  and  extensive  collection  of  such  rare  and 
valuable  works,  in  ancient  and  modern  languages,  as  are  not 
usually  to  be  met  with  in  our  country,  but  whicn  are  deemed 
indispensable  to  those  who  would  perfect  themselves  in  the 
sciences :  And  whereas  it  is  the  further  design  of  the  said  asso- 
ciates, when  their  funds  shall  admit  thereof,  to  form  a  museum

RE  it  efiacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represmtatives^  in 
General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authoritu  of  the  same^  That 
any  seven  or  more  persons,  wno  are  oflScers  in  any  division  of 
the  militia  of  this  Commonwealth^  who  shall,  by  writing,  asso- 
ciate themselves  for  the  purposr  of  forming  a  Military  Library 
Society,  within  the  limits  of  their  division,  may  become  a  body 
politic  by  the  name  of  The  Military  Library  Society  in  the 
Division,  for  the  express  purpose  of  purchasing,  hold- 
ing, increasing,  preserving,  and  using  such  librarjr ;  and  to  this 
end,any  five  or  more  of  them  may  make  an  application  in  writing 
to  any  justice  of  the  Peace,  within  the  limits  of  the  division  to 
which  said  applicants  may  belong,  stating  the  purposes  of  their 
meeting,  and  requesting  him  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  said  pro- 
prietors.

shall  be  numbered  and  distinguished  numerically ;  and  the  said 
Courts  of  Sessions  shall  cause  copies  of  such  divisions  to  be 
delivered  to  the  clerks  of  the  respective  courts,  at  which  the 
course  of  trials  is  or  may  be  by  juries,  who  shall  issue  their  venire 
facias^  in  due  form,  directed  to  the  respective  constables  of  as 
many  towns  in  one  such  jury  district,  and  for  as  many  jurors 
as  shall  be  as  near  as  may  be  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
jurors  sent  for  in  the  other  districts,  to  serve  at  the  same  court, 
always  collecting  the  grand,  traverse,  and  petit  jurors,  so  far  as 
shall  be  practical  and  convenient,  as  uniformly  from  all  parts 
of  the  county,  as  the  situation  of  towns,  the  number  of  their  in- 
habitants, and  a  practical  rotation  and  equalization  of  the  ser- 
vice of  jurors  will  permit ;  never  taking  more  than  two  grand, 
and  two  traverse  or  petit  jurors  from  the  same  town,  to  serve 
at  the  same  court,  unless  from  necessity,  some  extraordinary 
occasion,  or  to  equalize  their  services  on  the  principles  afore- 
said. 

Sect.  4.  And  be  it  farther  enacted^  That  the  grand  jurors, 
who  shall  be  returned  to  serve  at  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 
shall  serve  at  every  term  of  said  court,  which  shall  be  held 
throughout  the  year,  and  until  another  jury  shall  be  empannel- 
led  in  their  stead,  except  the  county  of  Bristol,  where  they 
shall  be  required  to  serve  twice  in  each  year,  at  such  times  as 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  that  county  may  direct.  And 
venires  for  such  a  jury  shall  be  issued  forty  days,  at  least,  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  March  annually.  And  the  sheriff  of  each 
county,  so  soon  as  he  shall  receive  the  venires  for  jurors,  from 
the  clerk  of  either  court,  shall  without  any  delay,  forward  the 
same  to  the  constables  of  the  towns  to  whom  they  shall  be  di- 
rected ;  and  the  constables  of  their  respective  towns,  on  the 
reception  thereof,  shall,  in  the  usual  form,  notify  the  freeholders 
and  other  inhabitants,  in  their  towns,  qualified  to  vote  in  the 
election  of  representatives,  and  particularly  the  selectmen  and 
town  clerk,  to  assemble  and  be  present  at  the  draft  and  selec- 
tion of  the  jurors  called  for ;  which  meeting  shall  be  held  at 
least  six  days,  and  not  more  than  twenty  days,  before  the  sit- 
ting of  the  court  to  which  the  venire  shall  be  returnable. 

Sect.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  when  any  town 
shall  be  duly  assembled,  in  pursuance  of  a  venire  facias^  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  the  town  clerk,  or  in  his  absence,  one  of  the 
selectmen  shall  carry  into  the  meeting  the  box  containing  the 
names  of  those  persons  who  have  been  selected  to  serve  as 
jurymen,  at  the  court  from  which  the  venire  issued;  which 
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tsox  shall  be  unlocked,  in  the  meeting,  and  the  tickets  mixed 
by  the  major  part  of  the  selectmen,  who  are  to  be  present ; 
and  one  of  the  selectmen  shall  draw  out  as  many  tickets  as 
there  shall  be  jurors  required  by  venire.  The  persons  whose 
names  shall  be  thus  drawn  shall  be  returned  to  serve  as  jurors, 
unless  from  sickness,  absence  beyond  sea,  without  the  limits  or 
in  different  parts  of  the  Commonwealth,  they  shall  be  consider- 
ed by  the  town  as  unable  to  attend  the  court  for  which  they 
had  been  drafted,  or  had  served  on  a  jury  within  three  years 
from  that  day.

Sect.  10.  And  be  it  Jurther  enacted.  That  from  the  return  on  the 
venires,  the  clerk  of  each  court  shall  prepare,  w  have  prepared, 
at  the  opening  of  every  court,  separate  alphabetical  lists  of  the 
names  of  the  perscms  who  shall  be  returned  as  grand,  traverse, 
or  as  petit  jurors,  respectively  :  And  each  court,  in  empannel- 
ling  the  ^rand  jury,  shall  cause  the  two  persons  who  shall  stand 
first  on  the  grand  jury  lists  to  be  called  and  sworn,  and  after 
them,  the  others,  in  succession,  as  they  shall  be  named  in  the 
said  list,  and  in  such  divisions  as  has  been  usual,  or  as  by  the 
court  may  be  deemed  proper.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
grand  jury,  who  shall  be  thus  sworn,  empannelled  and  instruct-

Sect.  12.    And  be  it  further  enacted,   That  if  at  any  time.  Provisional  j«- 
from  the  existing  state  of  the  country,  the  nature  or  quantum  rors  chosen  ia 
of  the  business  pending,  or  from  any  other  cause,  the  courts  ^^*^ 
respectively  shall  be  of  opinion  that  it  will  be  a  hardship  on 
one  set  of  traverse,  or  petit  jurors,  to  serve  the  whole  of  the 
term,  and  that  it  woula  best  meet  the  interest  of  the  public 
and  of  individuals,  to  have  a  second  set  of  jurors  to  serve  a  part 
of  the  term,  it  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  to  direct 
their  clerk,  when  they  shall  issue  their  venires  to  the  constables, 
in  manner  as  is  before  directed,  for  the  usual  number  of  jurors, 
to  require  in  the  same  venire,  that  a  second  draft  of  an  addi- 
tional number,  equal  to  the  first  number,  shall  be  made,  which 
shall  be  called  provisional  jurors,  and  shall  form  the  second 
sot,  if  and  so  far  as  they  should  be  needed,  and  be  especially 
sent  for  by  the  court.    And  the  constables  shall  also  notify 
these  jurors  four  days  before  the  sitting  of  the  court,  of  their 
bein^  drawn  as  provisional  jurymen,  in  the  same*manner  as  is 
provided  for  the  notification  of  the  first  set  of  jurors.    And 
such  provisional  jurors  shall  hold  themselves  in  readiness,  and  to  attend 
be  obliged  to  attend  and  serve,  if  and  when  called  for  by  the  when  called 
court,  in  the  course  of  that  term.     And  in  all  cases,  when  pro-  ^^^' 
visional  jurors  shall  be  drawn  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court,  at  any  time  during  the  session,  to  ex- 
cuse, on  request,  from  further  attendance,  any  individual  of  the 
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first  set  of  jurors,  on  the  condition  of  his  giving  seasonable  and 
personal  notice  to  such  a  provisional  juror  or  jurors,  for  his  or 
their  immediate  attendance,  as  shall  be  designated  and  called 
for  by  the  direction  of  the  court. 

Sect.  1 3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  manner  in 
which  constables,  upon  the  receipt  of  venires  for  jurors,  shall 
notify  the  qualified  inhabitants  of  their  respective  towns  to  as- 
semble, and  to  be  present  at  their  drafts  as  aforesaid,  shall,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered  by  said  towns  respectively,  be  the  same 
as  has  been,  or  shall  be  established  therein  for  notifying  and 
warning  their  annual  town  meetings.  But  if  any  town  have, 
or  shall,  at  a  les^al  town  meeting,  order  and  appoint  that  the 
notification  shall  be  by  the  constables,  giving  notice  to  the  se- 
lectmen, or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  the  town  clerk,  or  by 
any  other  mode,  such  notification  shall  be  sufficient. 

Sect.  1 4.  And  be  it  farther  enacted^  That  the  oaths  which 
shall  be  administered  to  the  grand,  traverse  and  petit  jury,  re- 
spectively, when  they  shall  be  empannelled,  shall  be  in  the 
forms  following,  namely :  {Grand  Jurors*  oath.)  You,  as  grand 
jurors  of  this  inquest  for  the  body  of  this  county  of  S.  solemnly 
swear  that  you  will  diligently  enquire,  and  true  presentment 
make,  of  all  such  matters  and  things  as  shall  be  given  you  in 
charge ;  the  Commonwealth's  counsel,  your  fellows',  and  your 
own,  you  shall  keep  secret ;  you  shall  present  no  men  for  envy, 
hatred  or  malice,  neither  shall  you  leave  any  man  unpresent- 
ed,  for  love,  fear,  favour,  afiection,  or  hope  of  reward ;  but  you 
shall  present  things  truly,  as  they  come  to  your  knowledge,  ac- 
cording to  the  best  of  your  understanding.  So  help  you  God. 
(TTu  other  grand  jurors'*  oath.)  The  same  oath  which  your  fel- 
lows have  taken,  on  their  part,  you  and  each  of  you,  on  your 
behalf,  shall  well  and  truly  observe  and  keep.  So  help  you 
God.  {The  form  of  the  traverse  andpetit  jurors^  oath  incivUcaU' 
ses.)  You,  and  each  of  you,  swear,  that  in  all  causes  betwixt 
party  and  party,  that  shall  be  committed  to  you,  you  will  give 
a  true  verdict  therein,  according  to  the  law  and  the  evidence 
given  you.  So  help  you  God.  {Form  of  the  oath  in  criminal 
causes^  not  capital.)  You  shall  well  and  truly  try  the  issue  be- 
tween the  Commonwealth  and  the  defendant  or  defendants,  (as 
the  case  may  be)  according  to  your  evidence.  So  help  you 
God.  {Formof  the  oath  in  capital  causes.)  You  shall  well  and 
truly  try,  and  true  deliverance  make,  between  the  Common- 
wealth and  the  prisoner  at  the  bar,  whom  you  shall  have  in 
charge,  according  to  your  evidence.  So  help  you  God.  Pro- 
vided^ that  when  any  person  of  the  denomination  of  Christians 
called  Quakers,  cannot  conscientiously  take  the  oath  prescrib- 
ed, such  person  shall  be  allowed  to  make  affirmation,  substi- 
tuting the  word  "  affirm,"  instead  of  the  word  "  swear ;"  and  al- 
so the  words,  "  this  you  do  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of 
penury,"  instead  of  the  words,  "  so  help  you  God." 

Sect.  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  the  bu- 
siness ,of  the  grand  juries  to  present  all  crimes,  offences,  and 
breaches  of  the  law,  cognizable  by  the  respective  courts  at

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respectively,  to  try,  according  to  the  established  forms  and 
principles  of  law,  all  causes  which  shall  be  committed  to  them, 
and  to  decide  at  their  discretion,  by  a  general  verdict,  both  the 
fact  and  the  law,  involved  in  the  issue ;  or  to  find  a  special  ver- 
dict or  a  general  verdict,  subject  to  the  opinion  of  the  court  on 
a  case  or  point  stated  and  reserved  by  agreement  of  the  par- 
ties, or  their  council,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  as  mak- 
ing a  part  of  the  record  to  be  entered  as  such;  and  in  case  such 
jurors,  after  a  due  and  thorough  deliberation  on  any  civil  cause, 
with  which^bey  may  be  charged,  shall  return  into  coiurt  with- 
out having  beto  able  to  agree  on  a  verdict,  it  shall  be  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court,  explaining  to  them  its  understanding  of 
questions  of  law,  if  any  should  be  proposed,  and  re-stating  what 
any  witness  had  testified,  should  that  be  requested  by  the  jury, 
to  send  them  out  a^cain  for  further  deliberation ;  and  if  the  Jury  ,   .

had  not  been  previously  attended  to  by  the  court. 

Sect.  16.  And  he  it  farther  enacted^  That  the  ffrand  jurors 
who  shall  attend  at  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  the  Court  of  Jury  fees. 
Common  Pleas,  or  the  Municipal  Court  for  the  town  of  Boston, 
and  the  jurors  for  trials  who  shall  attend  either  of  the  courts 
aforesaid,  shall  each  be  allowed  one  dollar  and  twenty-five 
cents  a  day  for  their  attendance,  and  six  cents  a  mile  for  their 
travel  out  and  home ;  to  be  paid  out  of  the  eounty  treasuries 
respectively. 

Sect.  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  selectmen,  town 
coi\Btable,  clerk  of  the  town,  clerk  of  the  court,  sheriff  or  juror,  neglect  of  duty 
who  having  no  justifiable  cause  therefor,  shall  neglect  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  incumbent  on  them,  him,  or  it  respectively  by 
this  Act,  shall  be  subjected  to  the  respective  fines  and  amerce- 
ments named  to  be  assessed,  ordered  and  imposed  by  the  court,

by  means  whereof  there  shall  be  a  failure  of  the  jurors  called 
from  his  town  as  aforesaid ;  a  fine  or  amercement  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  dollars,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  on  any 
town  which  shall  so  neglect  the  duties  herein  enjoined  on  it,  or 
thereby  to  occasion  a  failure  of  the  jurors  called  for  from  such 
a  town  ;  a  fine  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  not  exceeding  fif- 
tv  dollars,  on  their  clerk,  or  the  sheriff,  who  shall  so  neglect 
the  duties  enjoined  on  them  respectively  by  this  Act,  as  to  pre- 
vent a  compuance  with  any  of  its  provisions ;  a  fine  on  any  ju- 
ror drawn,  notified  and  returned,  in  the  manner  as  above  de- 
scribed, who  shall  unnecessarily  fail  in  his  attendance,  and  not 
being  an  inhabitant  of  Boston,  Salem,  Newburyport  or  Portland, 
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not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  and  if  an  inhabitant  of  either  of 
these  towns,  not  exceeding  forty  dollars,  to  be  divided  equally 
among  the  jurors  who  shall  attend  and  serve ;  and  a  fine  not 
exceeding  eighty  dollars,  on  any  town  clerk  or  selectman  who 
shall  be  ffuilty  of  any  fraud,  either  in  practising  on  the  jury 
box  previously  to  a  (Jraft,  or  in  the  drawing  a  juror,  or  in  re- 
turning the  name  of  any  juror  into  the  box,  which  had  been 
fairly  drawn  out,  and  drawing  or  substituting  some  other  one 
in  his  stead,  or  in  any  other  way  whatsoever ;  and  all  such 
fines,  which  the  selectmen,  constable,  town  cler^,  sheriff,  or 
clerk  of  a  court,  shall  incur  by  virtue  of  this  Ac5(?%r  any  neg- 
lect, shall  be  to  the  use  of  the  county  in  which  the  offender 
dwelt  at  the  time  of  the  neglect,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment, 
information,  or  on  action  brought  by  the  treasurer  of  the  coun- 
ty, before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  offence,  provid- 
ed the  action  shall  be  brought  withm  twelve  months  after  the 
offence  shall  have  been  committed ;  such  fines  or  amercements 
as  shall  be  ordered. or  imposed  on  towns,  for  any  neglect  of 
their  duties  as  before  specified,  shall  be  to  the  use  of  the  coun* 
tj  in  which  the  offending  towmnay  be ;  and  all  fines  and  for- 
feitures for  any  of  the  frauds,  by  town  clerks  or  selectmen  as 
abovementioned,  shall  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  in  any 
£Ourt  having  jurisdiction  thereof ;  one  moiety  thereof  to  be, 
and  enure  to  the  Commonwealth,  the  other  moiety  to  him  or 
them  who  shall  prosecute  and  recover  the  same.  And  if  any 
person  obtaining  a  verdict  in  his  favour,  in  any  court  in  this 
Commonwealth,  shall,  during  the  session  of  the  said  court  in 
which  such  verdict  shall  be  obtained,  give  to  any  of  the  jurors 
in  said  cause,  knowing  him  or  them  to  be  such,  any  victuals, 
drink,  or  entertainment,  or  other  article  by  way  of  treat  or  gra- 
tuity, whether  before  or  after  such  verdict,  on  due  proof  there- 
of it  shall  be  a  sufficient  reason,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court, 
to  set  aside  the  verdict,  at  the  election  of  the  adverse  party, 
and  award  a  new  trial  of  the  cause. 

Sect.  \B.  Andbeitjurtherenactedy  That  all  jurors  that  shall 
be  selected,  drawn  or  returned,  in  pursuance  of  the  present  ex- 
isting law  or  laws,  until  the  fourth  day  of  July  next,  shall  be 
considered  as  regularly  returned,  and  competent  to  the  duties 
for  which  they  may  have  been  so  returnea ;  after  which  time 
all  Acts  and  clauses  of  Acts,  coming  within  the  purviews  of  this 
Act,  and  so  far  forth  as  their  subjects  are  taken  up  and  provid- 
ed for  by  this  Act,  shall  be  considered  as  repealed,  and  they 
are  hereby  repealed :  Provided  always^  that  any  right  or  rights, 
action  or  actions,  remedies,  fines,  forfeitures  or  privile^es,which 
may  then  have  occurred  under  any  of  the  said  existmg  laws, 
or  clauses  of  the  same,  in  any  manner  whatever,  which  may 
not  then  have  been  realized,  executed,  or  definitively  acted  on, 
may  be  prosecuted  and  executed,  and  such  proceedings  had 
thereon  as  would  have  been  done  or  had,  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  if  this  Act  had  not  been  passed :  And  provided  ahOy  that 
all  jurors  which  before  that  time  shall  have  been  regularly  re- 
turned under  the  existing  laws,  shall  exercise  their  rights  and 
perform  their  duties  as  if  this  Act  had  not  passed.

An  Act  requiring  the  several  incorporated  Banks  in  this  Commonwealth  to   adopt 
the  Stereotype  Steel  Plate  in  certain  cases,  and  for  other  purposes. 

WHEREAS  Jacob  Perkins  of  Newburyport,  in  the  county 
of  Essex,  hath  invented  and  completed  certain  stereotype  steel 
plates  for  the  printing  of  bank  bills,  and  hath  obtained  from  tlio 
President  of  the  United  States  a  patent  for  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  same  ;  and  whereas  the  said  Jacob  Perkins  hath  given  a 
bond  with  sureties  in  the  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  to 
this  Commonwealth,  conditioned  among  other  things,  to  print 
and  impress,,  with  the  said  plates,  bank-bills  of  the  denomina- 
tions of  one,  two,  three,  four,  and  five  dollars,  for  the  use  of 
the  several  incorporated  banks  in  this  Common weahh,  and  to 
furnish  bank  paper  for  the  same,  of  the  best  qualitVi  upon  the 
terms  which  are  specified  and  contained  in  the  said  bond ;  and 
whereas  the  public  good  requires  that  the  bills  of  the  several 
denominations  aforesaid  should  be  printed  and  impressed  from 
the  said  plates,  in  order  to  produce  a  uniformity  in,  and  to  pre- 
vent the  counterfeiting  of,  the  same : 

Sect.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives^ in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same^ 
That  from  atid  after  the  first  day  of  July  next,  no  bills  of  the 
denomination  of  one,  two,  three,  four,  and  five  dollars,  shall  be

of  five  dollars  shall  have  on  the  back  of  the  same  an  impres- 
sion from  the  check  plates,  one  of  the  impressions  from  which 
Is  also  deposited  in  the  office  of  said  Secretary  of  said  Common- 
wealth.

with  costs  of^uit,  -or  by  indictment  by  the  grand  jury  in  the  Supreme  Judicial 
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Court,  Court  of  Common  Pleas  or  the  Municipal  Court  in  the  town  of  Boston,  to 
Hhe  use  of  the  person  or  persons,  who  shall  within  one  year  thereafter,  sue  or  pro- 
secute for  the  same,  in  which  suit  or  prosecution,  the  person  who  shall  receive  the 
same  bill  or  bills  may  be  admitted  as  a  competent  witness,  and  the  bill  or  bills 
which  shall  be  paid  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  use  of  the  person  or  per- 
sons, who  shall  sue  or  prosecute  as  aforesaid.

WHEREAS  Congress,  on  the  eighth  day  of  May,  in  the  year  Preamble, 
of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-two,  pas- 
sed the  following  Law — entitled, 

"  An  Act  more  effectually  to  provide  for  the  national  de-  United   states 
fence,  by  establishing  an  uniform  Militia  throughout  the  United  ^'^***  ^^' 
States: 

Sect.  1.  Beit  enacted  bv  the  Senate  and  House  o/*  Representa- 
ivoes  of  the  United  States  of  America^  in  Congress  assembled^  That 
each  and  every  free,  able-bodied,  white  male  citizen  of  the  to^b7enroiiedl  . 
respective  States,  resident  therein,  who  is  or  shall  be  of  the  age  except^ 
of  eighteen  years,  and  under  the  age  of  fortv-five  years,  ^ex- 
cept as  is  herein  after  excepted,)  shall  severally  and  respective- 
ly be  enrolled  in  the  militia,  by  the  captain,  or  commanding  of- 
ficer of  the  company,  within  whose  bounds  such  citizen  shall 
reside,  and  that  within  twelve  months  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act.  And  it  shall,  at  all  times  hereafter,  be  the  duty  of  every  such 
captain  or  commanding  oflScer  of  a  company,  to  enrol  every 
such  citizen  as  aforesaid,  and  also  those  who  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  arrive  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or  being  of  the  age 
of  eighteen  years,  and  under  the  age  of  forty-five  years,  (ex- 
cept as  before  excepted)  shall  come  to  reside  within  his  bounds ;  And  notified 
and  shall  without  delay  notify  such  citizen  of  the  said  enrol-  thereof. 
ment,by  a  proper  non-commissioned  officer  of  the  company,  by 
whom  such  notice  may  be  proved.    That  every  citizen,  so  en- 
rolled and  notified,  shall  within  six  months  thereafter  provide 
himself  with  a  good  musket  or  firelock,  a  sufficient  bayonet  and  How  to  be  arm 
belt,  two  spare  flints,  and  a  knapsrxk,  a  pouch  with  a  box  there-  cd  and  equip- 
in,  to  contain  not  less  than  twenty-four  cartridges,  suited  to  the  ^  * 
bore  of  his  musket  or  firelock,  each  cartridge  to  contain  a  pro- 
per quantity  of  powder  and  ball ;  or  with  a  good  rifle,  knap- 
sack, shot-pouch  and  powder-horn,  twenty  balls,  suited  to  the 
bore  of  his  rifle,  and  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  powder ;  and  shall 
appear  so  armed,  accoutred,  and  provided,  when  called  out  to 
exercise,  or  into  service,  except  that  when  called  out  on  com- 
pany days  to  exercise  only,  he  may  appear  without  a  knap- 
sack.   That  the  commissioned  officers  shall  be  armed  with  a 
sword  or  hanger  and  espontoon,  and  that  from  and  after  five 
years,  from  the  passing  of  this  Act,  all  muskets  for  arming  the 
militia,  as  herein  required,  shall  be  of  bores  sufficient  for  balls 
of  the  eighteenth  part  of  a  pound.     And  every  citizen  so  en-  ^^^^  ^^y^  ^ 
rolled,  and  providing  himself  with  the  arms,  ammunition,  and  exempt  from 
accoutrements,  required  as  aforesaid,  shall  hold  the  same,  ex-  attachment, 
empt  from  all  suits,  distresses,  executions,  or  sales,  for  debt  or 
for  the  payment  of  taxes. 

Sect.  2.  And  he  itjuriher  enaciedt  That  the  Vice-President  Exempts, 
of  the  United  States;  the  officers,  judicial  and  executive,  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States ;  the  members  of  both  Houses 
of  Con^ss,  and  their  respective  officers;  all  custom-house  offi- 
cers, with  their  clerks ;  all  post  officers,  and  stage  drivers,  who 
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are  employed  in  the  care  and  conveyance  of  the  mail  of  the 
post  oflSce  of  the  United  States ;  all  fernrmen,  employed  at  any 
ferry  on  the  post  road ;  all  inspectors  of  exports ;  all  pilots ;  ail 
marmers  actually  employed  in  the  sea  service  of  any  citizen  or 
merchant  within  the  United  States;  and  alljpersons  who  now 
are,  or  may  hereafter  be  exempted  by  the  laws  of  the  respec- 
tive States,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  exempted  from  militia  du- 
ty, notwithstanding  their  being  above  the  age  of  eighteen  and 
under  the  age  of  forty-five  years. 

Sect.  3.  And  be  itjurthtr  enacted^  That  within  one  year  af- 
ter the  passing  of  this  Act,  the  militia  of  the  respective  States 
shall  be  arranged  into  divisions,  brigades,  regiments,  battalions, 
and  companies,  as  the  Legislature  of  each  State  shall  direct ; 
and  each  division,  brigade,  and  regiment,  shall  be  numbered  at 
the  formation  thereof,  and  a  record  made,  of  such  numbers,  in 
the  adjutant-general's  office  in  the  State ;  and  when  in  the  field, 
or  in  service  in  the  State,  each  division,  brigade,  and  regiment, 
shall  respectively  take  rank  according  to  their  numbers,  reck- 
oning the  first  or  lowest  number,  highest  in  rank.  That,  if  the 
same  be  convenient,  each  brigade  shall  consist  of  four  regi- 
ments ;  each  reeiment  of  two  battalions ;  each  battalion  of  five 
*  companies;  eacn  company  of  sixty-four  privates.    That  the 

How  officered,  said  militia  shall  be  officered  by  the  respective  States,  as  fol- 
lows :  To  each  division,  one  major  general  and  two  aids-de- 
camp, with  the  rank  of  major ;  to  each  brigade,  one  brigadier- 
general,  with  one  brigade  mspector,  to  serve  also  as  brigade 
major,  with  the  rank  of  a  major ;  to  each  regiment,  one  lieu- 
tenant-colonel commandant ;  and  to  each  battalion,  one  major ; 
to  each  company,  one  captain,  one  lieutenant,  one  ensign,  four 
Serjeants,  four  corporals,  one  drummer,  and  one  fifer  or  bugler» 
That  there  shall  be  a  regimental  staff,  to  consist  of  one  adju- 
tant, and  one  quarter-master,  to  rank  as  lieutenants ;  one  pay- 
master, one  surgeon,  and  one  surgeon's  mate ;  one  sergeant-ma- 
jor ;  one  drum-major,  and  one  fi&major. 

Sect.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  out  of  the  militia 
enrolled  as  is  herein  durected,  there  shall  be  formed,  for  each 
battalion,  at  least  one  company  of  grenadiers,  light  infantry, 
or  riflemen ;  and  that  to  each  division  there  shall  he  at  least  one 
company  of  artillerv,  and  one  troop  of  horse ;  there  shall  be 
to  each  company  of  artillery  one  captain,  two  lieutenants,  four 
sergeants,  four  corporals,  six  gunners,  six  bombardiers,  one 
drummer,  and  one  nfer.  The  officers  to  be  armed  with  a  sword 
or  hanger,  a  fusee,  bayonet  and  belt,  with  a  cartridge-box  to 
contain  twelve  cartriages :  and  each  private  or  matros  shall 
furnish  himself  with  all  the  equipments  of  a  private  in  the  in- 
fantry, until  proper  ordnance  and  field  artillery  is  provided. 
There  shall  be  to  each  troop  of  horse,  one  captain,  two  lieu- 
tenants, one  comet,  four  serjeants,  four  corporals,  one  saddler, 
one  farrier,  and  one  trumpeter.  The  commissioned  officers  to 
furnish  themselves  with  good  horses,  of  at  least  fourteen  hands 
and  an  half  high,  and  to  be  armed  with  a  sword,  and  a  pair  of 
pstols,  the  hokters  of  which  to  be  covered  with  bearskin  caps. 
Each  dn^oon  to  furnish  himself  with  a  serviceable  horse,  at 
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least  fourteen  hands  and  an  half  high,  a  good  saddle,  bridle, 
mailpiih'on,  and  valise,  holsters,  and  a  breastplate  and  cruppet*, 
a  pair  of  boots  and  spurs,  a  pair  of  pistols,  a  sabre,  and  a  car- 
touch  box,  to  contain  twelve  cartridges  for  pistols.  That  each 
company  of  artillery  and  troop  of  horse  ahall  be  formed  of  vo- 
lunteers from  the  brigade,  at  the  discretion  of  the  comcnander 
in  chief  of  the  state,  not  exceeding  one  company  of  each  to  a 
regiment,  nor  more  in  number  than  one  eleventh  part  of  the 
infantry,  and  shall  be  uniformly  clothed  in  regimentals,  to  be 
furnished  at  their  own  expense ;  the  colour  and  fashion  to  be 
determined  by  the^brigadier  commanding  the  brigade  to  which 
they  belong.

Sect.  6.  And  be  ii  further  ertacted^  That  there  shall  be  an  Adjutant-gene- 
adjutant-general  appointed  in  each  State,  whose  dutv  it  shall  rai's  duty. 
be  to  distribute  all  orders  from  the  commander  in  chief  of  the 
State,  to  the  several  corps ;  to  attend  all  public  reviews,  when 
the  commander  in  chief  of  the  State  shall  review  the  militia  or 
any  part  thereof;  to  obey  all  orders  from  him,  relative  to  car- 
rying into  execution  and  perfecting  the  system  of  military  dis- 
cipline, established  by  this  act ;  to  furnish  blank  forms  of  diffe- 
rent returns,  that  may  be  required,  and  to  explain  the  princi- 
ples on  which  they  should  be  made ;  to  receive  from  the  seve- 
ral officers  of  the  different  corps,  throughout  the  state,  returns 
of  the  militia  under  their  command,  reporting  the  actual  situa- 
tion of  their  arms,  accoutrements,  and  ammunition,  their  delin- 
quencies, and  every  other  thing  that  relates  to  the  general  ad- 
vancement of  good  order  and  discipline ;  all  which  the  several 
officers  of  the  divisions,  brigades,  regiments,  and  battalions,  are 
hereby  required  to  make,  in  the  usual  manner,  so  that  the  said 
adjutant-general  may  be  duly  furnished  therewith ;  firom  all 
which  returns  he  shall  make  proper  abstracts,  and  lay  the  same, 
annually,  before  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  State. 

Sect.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  rules  of  disci-  Discipline  ei- 
f)line,  approved  and  established  by  Coneress,  in  their  resolu-  taWishcd. 
tion,  of  the  29th  of  March,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
seventy-nine,  shall  be  the  rule  of  discipline,  to  be  observed  by 
the  militia,  throughout  the  United  States,  except  such  deviations 
from  the  said  rules,  as  may  be  rendered  necessary,  by  the  re- 
quisitions of  this  Act,  or  by  some  other  unavoidable  circum- 
stances. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commanding  officer,  at 
every  muster,  whether  by  battalion,  regiment,  or  single  com- 

Eany,  to  cause  the  militia  to  be  exercised  and  trained,  agreea- 
ly  to  the  said  rules  of  discipline. 

Sect.  8.    And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  commissioned  Rank  of  offi- 
officers  shall  take  rank  according  to  the  date  of  their  commis-  ^®^^* 
sions ;  and  when  two  of  the  same  grade  bear  an  equal  date, 
then  theur  rank  to  be  determined  by  lot,  to  be  drawn  by  them, 
vot.  II.  29 
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before  the  commanding  oflRcer  of  the  brigade,  regiment,  bat* 
talion,  company,  or  detachment. 

Sect.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  person,  whe- 
ther officer  or  soldier,  belonging  to  the  militia  of  any  State,  and 
called  out  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  be  womided  or 
disabled  while  in  actual  service,  he  shall  be  taken  care  of,  and 
provided  for,  at  the  public  expense. 

Sect.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  brigade-inspector,  to  attend  the  regimental  and  bat- 
talion meetings  of  the  militia  composing  their  several  brigades, 
during  the  time  of  their  being  under  arms,  to.inspect  their  arms, 
ammunition  and  accoutrements;  superintend  their  exercise 
and  manoeuvres,  and  introduce  the  system  of  military  disci- 

{)line  before  described,  throughout  the  brigade,  agreeable  to 
aw,  and  such  orders  as  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  receive 
from  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  State ;  to  make  returns  to 
the  adiutant-general  of  the  State  at  least  once  in  every  year,  of 
the  militia  of  the  brigade  to  which  he  belongs,  reportmg  there- 
in* the  actual  situation  of  the  arms,  accoutrements,  and  am- 
munition of  the  several  corps,  and  every  other  thine,  which  in 
his  judgment  may  relate  to  the  government,  and  tne  general 
advancement  of  good  order  and  military  discipline ;  and  the 
adjutant-general  shall  make  a  return  of  all  the  militia  of  the  State 
to  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  said  State,  and  a  duplicate 
of  the  same  to  the  President  of  the  United  States.  And  where- 
as sundry  corps  of  artillery,  cavalry,  and  infantry,  now  exist 
in  several  of  the  said  States,  which  by  the  laws,  customs,  or 
usages  thereof,  have  not  been  incorporated  with,  or  subject  to 
the  general  regulations  of  the  militia  : 

Sect.  11.  Beit  further  enacted.  That  such  corps  retain  their 
accustomed  privileges,  subject  nevertheless,  to  all  other  duties 
required  by  this  Act,  in  like  manner  with  the  other  militia.^ 

And  whereas  Congress,  on  the  second  day  of  March,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  three,  pass- 
ed the  following  additional  law,  entitled,

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<<  An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act,  entiUed,  An  Act  more  effectually  to  provide  for  the 
National  Defence,  by  establishing  an  Uniform  Militia  throughout  the  United 
States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  adjutant-general  of  the  militia,  in  each  state,  to 
make  return  of  the  militia  in  each  to  which  he  belongs,  with 
their  arms,  accoutrements,  and  ammunition,  agreeably  to  the 
directions  of  the  Act,  to  which  this  is  in  addition,  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January,  in  each  year ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
secretary  of  war,  from  time  to  time,  to  give  such  du^ctions  to 
the  adjutant-generals  of  the  militia,  as  shall  in  his  opinion  be 
necessary  to  produce  an  uniformity  in  the  said  returns,  and  he 
shall  lay  an  abstract  of  the  same  before  Congress,  on  or  before 
the  first  Monday  of  February  annually. 

Sect.  2.    And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  citizen,  duly 
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tenroUed  in  the  militia,  shall  be  constantly  provided  with  arms,  Lcfrai  notice  or 
accoutrements,  and  ammunition,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  «n»oiment. 
the  said  Act,  from  and  after  he  shall  be  duly  notified  x)f  his  en- 
rolment ;  and  any  notice  or  warning  to  the  citizen,  so  enrolled, 
to  attend  a  company^  battalion,  or  regimental  muster,  or  train- 
ing, which  shall  be  according  to  the  laws  of  the  state,  in  which 
it  is  given  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  deemed  a  legal  notice  of 
his  enrolment* 

Sect.  3.    And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  in  addition  to  the  Quartermas- 
officers,  provided  for  by  the  said  Act,  there  shall  be  to  the  mi-  ter-generai. 
litia  of  each  state,  one  quarter-master  general ;  to  each  brigade,  ^'^aste?.""'" 
one  quarter-master  of  brigade;    and  to  each  regiment,  one  Chaplain* 
chaplain*'' 

Now  therefore,  the  more  effectually  to  carry  the  foregoing 
Laws,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Common- 
wealth into  execution : 

Sect.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representor 
Hves^  in  GenercU  Court  assembkdf  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  in  addition  to  the  exemptions  made  by  the  foregoing  laws 
of  the  United  States,  the  persons  afterwards  in  this  section 
mentioned,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  either  absolutely  or  condi- 
tionally exempted  from  militia  duty,  notwithstanding  their  be- 
ing of  the  age  of  eighteen,  and  under  the  age  of  forty-five 
years ;  and  that  the  following  be  the  persons  who  are  absolute-  persons  abso- 
ly  exempted,  viz.  the  Lieutenant  Governor ;  the  members  of  luteiy  cxempt- 
the  Executive  Council;  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  ®^* 
Court,  and  their  clerks ;  the  judges  of  the  Courts  of  Common 
Pleas,  and  their  clerks ;  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  and 
its  officers,  while  the  same  is  in  session ;  Judees  of  Probate  ; 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  holding  commissions,  and  qualified  to  act 
as  such ;  registers  of  probate  ;  registers  of  deeds ;  the  attorney 
general,  and  the  solicitor  general ;  the  secretary  and  treasurer 
of  the  Commonwealth,  and  their  clerks  ;- sheriffs;  all  officers 
and  students  of  any  College,  actually  resident  there ;  precep- 
tors of  academies,  and  school  masters,  while  actually  employed 
as  such ;  the  president,  professors,  and  students  of  theological 
seminaries ;  ministers  of  the  gospel,  of  every  denomination^; 
all  students  of  divinity,  who  shall  produce  a  certificate  from  an 
ordained  clergyman,  of  their  being  such,  and  deliver  the  same 
to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  company  within  whose  bounds 
such  student  resides ;  the  first  clerks  in  the  adjutant  and  quar- 
ter-master general's  offices,  respectively ;  all  officers  who  have 
held  or  may  hereafter  hold  commissions  in  the  army  or  navy 
of  the  United  States ;  all  officers  who  have  heretofore  held  or 
may  hereafter  hold  commissions  in  the  militia  of  this  State,  or 
any  other  State  of  the  United  States,  for  the  term  of  five  years, 
or  shall  have  Been  superseded  and  discharged  ;  the  officers  and 
guards  employed  at  the  State's  Prison,  in  Charlestown ;  such 
engine  men  as  shall  annually  produce  to  the  commanding  of- 
ficer of  the  company,  within  whose  bounds  they  reside,  certifi- 
cates from  the  selectmen  of  their  respective  towns,  that  they 
have  been  legally  appointed  and  are  bound  to  perform  the  du' 
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[♦Farther «-  tiC8  of  engine  men  ;*  and  every  person  of  the  religious  denonii- 
cnrsF.]*^  nations  of  Quakers  and  Shakers,  who  shall,  on  or  before  the 
first  Tuesday  of  May,  annually,  produce  a  certificate  to  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  company  within  whose  bounds  such 
Quaker  or  Shaker  resides ;  which  certificate,  signed  by  two  or 
more  of  the  elders  or  overseers,  (as  the  case  may  be)  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  clerk  of  the  society  with  which  such  Quaker 
or  Shaker  meets  for  religious  worship,  shall  be  in  substance 
as  follows :

Be  it  further  enacted^  That  to  every  company  there  ^lerk  how  an- 
shall  be  a  clerk,  who  shall  be  one  of  the  Serjeants,  and  he  shall  pointed, 
be  appointed  by  the  captain  or  commanding  officers  of  the 
company,  and  on  the  back  of  his  warrant  as  serjeant,  the  cap- 
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tain  ot  commanding  officer  of  the  company,  shall  in  writing 
»  certify,  that  he  does  thereby  appoint  him  to  be  clerk  of  the 
company.  And  before  such  clerk  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
clerkship,  he  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duty,  by  takhig  the  following  oath  before  the  captain,  or  com- 
manding officer  of  the  company  to  which  he  belongs,  who  is 
hereby  authorized  to  administer  the  same,  viz. 

Clerk's  oath.  ^  A.  B.  do  solemnly  swear,  that  I  will  ftdthfully  and  impar- 
tially do  and  perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  on  me,  as  clerk 
of  the  company  to  which  I  belong,  according  to  the  best  of  my 
abilities  and  understanding.     So  help  me  God. 

And  the  captain  or  commanding  officer  of  the  company  shall, 
at  the  time  of  his  administering  said  oath,  certify  on  the  back 
of  the  warrant  of  the  serjeant  appointed  to  be  a  clerk,  that  he 
was  duly  qualified,  by  taking  the  oath  required  by  law.    And 

His  power  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  keep  a  fair  and  exact  roll  of 
the  company,  together  with  the  state  of  the  arms  and  equip- 
ments, belonging  to  each  man,  which  roll  he  shall  annually  re- 
vise, in  the  month  of  May,  and  correct  the  same,  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  state  of,  and  alterations  in,  the  company  may  re- 
quire; to  register  all  orders  and  proceedings  of  the  company 
in  the  orderly  book  ;  to  keep  exact  details  of  all  drafts  and  de- 
tachments ;  to  assist  the  commanding  officer  of  the  company, 
in  the  enrolment  thereof,  and  also  in  enrolling  all  such  persons 
without  partiality  or  favour,  liable  to  any  military  duty,  com- 
ing to  live  within  his  company  bounds,  as  he  from  time  to  time 
may  be  informed  thereof;  to  distribute  all  company  orders  and 
notifications,  which  he  may  be  required  to  do ;  to  examine  the 
equipments  of  the  men,  when  ordered ;  to  note  all  delinquen- 
cies, to  sue  for  and  recover  all  fines  and  forfeitures,  which  are 
reouired  by  this  Act  to  be  sued  for,  and  recovered  by  him ; 
to  keep  accounts  in  the  orderly  book  of  all  fines  and  forfei- 
tures, and  all  other  monies  collected  by  him,  with  the  persons' 
names,  of  whom  they  were  collected,  and  of  the  times  when,  and 
for  what  offence,  neglect,  default  or  deficiency ;  which  book 
shall  not  be  alienated  from  the  company,  and  shall  always  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  any  officer  of  the  company. 

Sect.  9.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  every  officer,  non-com- 
missioned officer  and  private  of  infantry,  light  infantry,  caval- 
ry, artillery,  grenadiers  and  riflemen,  shall  constantly  keep 
himself  furnished  and  provided  with  the  arms  and  equipments 
required  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  before  recited,  ex- 
cept such  private  as  shall  not  be  able  so  to  provide  himself. 
And  no  private  shall  be  considered  unable  to  provide  himself 
with  the  arms  and  equipments  required  as  aforesaid,  unless  he 
shall  produce,  after  the  first  day  of  April  and  before  the  first 
Tuesday  in  May  annually,  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
company  to  which  he  belongs,  a  certificate  of  such  inability, 
from  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  or  district  whcrfe  ne 
resides.  And  the  commanding  officer  of  the  company  to  which 
such  private  belongs  shall  forthwith  lay  such  certificate  before 
the  selectmen  of  the  town  or  district  where  such  private  re- 
sides.   And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  selectmen,  forthwith, 
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at  the  expense  of  their  respective  towns  or  districts,  to  provide  Selectmen  of 
for  every  such  private  the  arms  and  equipments  required  as  ^^"trms  li" 
afores€ua,  and  they  shall  deposit  the  same  in  some  safe  and  certain  caset. 
convenient  place,  and  shall  permit  the  cpmmanding  officer  of  isis  ch,  126. 
the  company,  to  which  such  private,  unable  to  provide  himself 
aforesaid,  belongs,  to  deliver  such  arms  and  equipments  to  such 
private,  whenever  his  company  shall  be  ordered  out  for  any 
military  duty.    And  the  said  commanding  officer  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  safe  return  of  such  arms  and  equipments  to 
ibe  place  of  deposit. 

Sect.  10.    Be  itjurther  enacted^  That  the  uniform  of  the  mj-  UnUbrm  dress. 
Ktia,  except  of  companies  of  artillery,  light  infantry,  cavalry, 
grenadiers,  and  riflemen,  raised  by  voluntaiy  enlistment,  whose 
uniforms  are  regulated  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  before  .^  ^ 

recited,  shall  be*  a  dark  blue  cloth  coat,  with  such  facings  and  ^ommwidVr   * 
trimmings,  and  such  hat  or  cap,  waistcoat  and  pantaloons  of  in  chief  shall 
such  colour  and  fashion,  with  half  boots,  or  half  gaitres,  as  a  ^g^^^^Jf^ 
majority  of  the  field  officers  of  each  regiment  shadl  direct  for  ^  2.] 
such  regiment. 

S«CT.  11.     Bt  U  further  enacted,,  That  every  officer,  non-comr  Uniformt  free 
missioned  officer,  and  private  shall  hold  his  uniform  exempted  f'om  attach- 
from  all  suite,  distresses,  executions  or  sales  for  debt,  or  the  ™*°  " 
payment  of  taxes.    And  no  officer,  non-commissioned  officer  or  No  perron  to 
private,  shall  be  arrested  on  any  civil  process,  during  his  going  ^bV'wWie  ^°^ 
unto,  returning  from,  or  bis  performance  of  military  duty,  nor  on  duty, 
during  his  gomg  unto,  remaining  at,  or  returning  from  any 
place,  at  wmch  he  may  be  ordered  to  meet  for  the  election  of 
any  officer  or  officers.    And  no  officer  shall  be  arrested  on  any 
civil  process  while  going  unto,  serving  upon,  or  returning  from 
any  co«nrt  martial,  court  of  inquiry,  or  board  of  officers,  upon 
which  it  i^ay  be  the  duty  of  such  officer  to  attend. 

Sect.  1%  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  day  of  the  appoint-  Dates  of  com- 
ment or  election  of  any  officer  shall  be  expressed  in  his  com-  ^|*gS."' ^*^*'" 
mission,  and  such  day  shall  be  considered  as  the  date  of  his 
commission.    And  whenever  an  officer  is  transferred  from  one 
corps  or  station  to  another  in  the  same  grade,  the  day  of  the 
date  of  his  original  appointment  or  election  shall  be  expressed 
in  his  new  cominisaion,  and  that  day  be  considered  the  date  of 
his  comtmission.

And  in  case  of  the  sickness,  absence,  or  other  inability 
cimmiss"ioncT  ^^  ^^^  ^^^^^  ^^  ^"J  Company,  the  commanding  officer  thereof  is 
officeri—  hereby  authorized  to  appoint   a  clerk  pro  tempore^  who  shall 

be  duly  sworn,  and  shall,  for  the  time  being,  have  all  the  pow- 
ers, and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  and  be  liable  to  all  the 
penalties  of  the  clerk,  in  whose  place  he  is  put.  And  whenev- 
When  a  com-  ^^  ^  company  shall  have  neither  officers  nor  non-commissioned 
panyhasnoof-  officers,  tnc  Commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  or  battalion,  to 
commiMio^T"  ^'^^^^  ^^^^  company  belongs,  shall  appoint  suitable  persons 
oflicert—  within  said  company  to  be  non-commissioned  officers  of.  the 

same,  and  grant  them  warrants  accordingly,  one  of  which  non- 
commissioned officers  he  shall  appoint  clerk,  and  shall  endorse 
the  warrant  of  the  non-commissioned  officer,  appointed  clerk, 
and  administer  the  oath  to  him,  as  required  by  the  command- 
ing officers  of  companies,  in  the  eighth  section  of  this  Act;  and 
the  senior  non-commissioned  officer  of  a  company,  while  there 
are  no  commissioned  officers  in  office,  shall  command  the  same  ; 
anrf  all  the  authorities  and  powers  of  commanding  officer  shall 
be  vested  in  him,  until  some  commissioned  officer  is  chosen  or 
appointed,  and  has  qualified  himself.  Provided  however^  that 
when  a  company,  destitute  of  commissioned  officers,  shall  pa- 
rade with  otner  troops,  the  commanding  officer  present  shall  as- 
sign some  commissioned  officer  or  officers  to  such  destitute  com- 
pany, to  command  the  same  while  on  parade. 

Sect.  1 4.  Be  it  farther  enacted^  That  in  each  brigade,  where 
Ariiiiery,  how  there  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  two  companies  of  artillery, 
equipped.*"  ^h^y  shall  form  a  battalion,  and  be  entitled  to  a  major,  an  ad- 
jutant, and  a  quarter-master ;  that  in  each  brigade,  where  there 
are  now,  or  shall  hereafter  be  three  companies  of  artillery, 
they  shall  still  form  one  battalion  ;  and  that  in  each  brigade, 
where  there  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  four  companies  of 
artillery,  they  shall  form  a  regiment  of  two  battalions,  and  be 
entitled  to  a  lieutenant-colonel  commandant.  And  each  com- 
pany of  artillery  shall  be  provided  by  the  quarter-master-gen- 
eral with  two  good  brass  neld  pieces,  of  such  calibre  as  the 
commander  in  chief  may  direct,  with  carriages  and  apparatus 
complete;  an  ammunition  cart,  forty  round  shot,  and  forty 
rounds  of  cannister  shot ;  also  tumbrils,  harness,  implements, 
laboratory,  and  ordnance  stores,  which  may  from  time  to  time 
be  necessary  for  their  complete  equipment  for  the  field.  And 
the  comntander  in  chief  shall  order  to  be  issued  to  each  com- 
pany of  artillery  annually,  a  quantity  of  powder,  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  pounds,  whicn  shall  be  expended  on  days  of 
inspection  or  review,  and  in  experimental  gunnery.  And  the 
comma n din Gj  officer  of  every  company  of  artillery  shall  be  ac- 
countable for  the  careful  preser\'ation  of  the  pieces,  and  all  the 
apparatus  aforesaid  appertaining  to  their  equipment,  and  for 
the  proper  expenditure  of  the  ammunition  supplied  by  the  gov- 
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«rnment.  And  the  commanding  oflScer  of  every  company  of 
artillery  shall  lay  before  the  committee  on  accounts  for  allow- 
ance, his  accounts  of  money  actually  expended  in  providing 
horses  to  draw  the  field  pieces  and  tumbril  of  his  company : 
Provided  however^  no  allowance  shall  be  made,  unless  such  com- 
pany is  ordered  to  appear  at  a  battalion,  reeimental,  brigade, 
or  envision  inspection,  or  review,  or  to  march  out  of  the  town 
in  which  the  gun-house  of  such  company  is  situated,  or  unless 
such  company  is  ordered  on  dutv  by  the  commander  in  chief. 
And  each  commanding  officer  of  a  company  of  artillery  is  here- 
by authorized  to  enlist  three  men  tp  serve  as  drivers,  who,  when 
enlisted,  shall  be  exempted  from  other  military  duty. 

Sect.  15.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  where  there  are  now, 
or  may  hereafter  be,  two  companies  of  cavalry  in  a  brigade,  officcred*and^ 
they  shall  form  a  battalion,  and  be  entitled  to  a  major,  an  ad-  equipped. 
jutant,  and  a  quarter-master.  And  in  those  brigades  where 
there  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be,  three  companies  of  caval- 
ry, they  shall  still  form  a  battalion ;  and  in  each  brigade,  where 
there  now  or  may  hereafter  be  four  companies  of  cavalry, 
they  shall  form  a  regiment  of  two  battalions,  and  be  entitled  to 
a  lieutenant-colonel  commandant.  And  if  any  non-commission- 
ed officer  or  private  of  any  company  of  cavalry  shall  be  desti- 
tute of  a  suitable  horse  and  furniture  for  more  tnan  two  months, 
at  one  time,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  company  iomiediately  to  apply  to  the  brigadier-general  of 
the  brigade,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  forthwith  to  discharge  such 
non-commissioned  officer  or  private  from  such  company,  and 
cause  him  to  be  enrolled  in  the  standing  company  within  whose 
bounds  he  resides,  and  if  he  be  a  non-commissioned  officer,  he 
shall  be  considered  as  reduced  to  the  ranks.  And  when  any 
draft  or  detachment  shall  be  made  from  any  company  of  caval- 
ry for  actual  service,  the  men  drafted  or  detached  shall  march 
with  their  own  horses ;  and  before  they  march,  if  there  be 
time,  the  horses  shall  be  appraised  by  three  impartial  men,  to 
'he  appointed  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  brigade,  to 
which  the  company  belongs,  from  which  the  draft  or  detach- 
ment is  ordered. 

Sect.  16.  Be  it  farther  enacted^  That  no  company  of  cavalry, 
artillery,  light-infantry,  grenadiers,  or  riflemen  shall  be  raised  compwiyroay 
at  large  when  any  of  the  standing  companies  shall  thereby  be  be  reduced  by 
reduced  to  a  less  number  than  sixty-four  privates ;  and  no  offi-  ^*  *"af**"*^c 
cer  of  cavalry,  artillery,  light  infantry,  CTenadiers,  or  riflemen,  °  *^*^*  ^* 
shall  enlist  any  men  belonging  to  a  standing  company,  for  the 
purpose  of  forming  or  recruiting  his  company,  when,  by  means 
thereof,  such  stancling  company  would  be  reduced  to  a  less 
number  than  sixty-four  privates ;  and  if  any  company,  raised  at 
large,  shall  at  any  time  be  destitute  of  commissioned  officers, 
and  sh  dl  neglect  to  fill  the  vacancies  for  two  months  after  be- 
ing ordered  to  choose  officers  to  fill  them,  or  if  any  such  com- 
pany shall  be  reduced  to  a  less  number  than  twenty  privates, 
and  remain  so  for  three  months,  then  in  either  case  as  aforesaid, 
such  company  shall  be  disbanded,  and  the  men  which  belong- 
ed to  such  delinquent  company  shall  be  enrolled  in  the  standing 
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company  within  the  bounds  of  which  they  respectively  re- 
side. And  all  companies  raised  at  large,  and  not  annexed  to 
any  particular  regiment,  shall  be  subject  to  the  orders  of  the 
commanditie  officer  of  the  brigade  in  which  they  have  been 
raised ;  and  shall  make  their  elections  of  oflScers  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  compani^,  but  shall  make  their  returns  of 
elections  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  brigade.  And  at  all 
parades  of  regiments,  the  companies  commanded  by  the  two 
senior  captains  shall  act  as  light  infantry  companies,  except 
where  companies  of  light  infantry,  grenadiers,  or  riflemen,  have 
been  or  may  be  hereafter  raised  and  annexed  to  the  regiment. 
Sect.  1 7.  Be  itjkirihtr  tnacteA,  That  each  brigadier-general  be, 
and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to  raise  by  voluntary  enw8tment,and 
to  organize  and  establish  Within  his  lM*igade,  a  band  of  music,  not 
to  exceed  twenty-four  musicians,  including  one  master  and  two 
deputy-masters ;  and  each  brigadier-general  may,  at  his  discre- 
tion, divide  such  band  into  sections,  not  exceeding  three,  and  es- 
tablish them  in  such  parts  of  his  brigade,  as  in  his  opinion  may 
most  conduce  to  the  good  of  the  service ;  and  the  brigadier- 
general  shall  grant  the  musicians,  deputy  master's,  and  mas- 
ter of  the  band,  Warrants  as  such,  and  each  band  shaH  be 
Under  the  direction  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  brigade 
in  which  it  is  raised.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  master 
and  deputy  masters,  to  teach,  *  lead,  and  command  such  band, 
or  section  of  a  band,  and  to  issue  all  such  orders  as  they 
may  be  by  their  brigadier-general  authoirised  to,  for  those  pur^ 
poses.  And  each  master,  deputy  master,  and  musician  shall 
constantly  keep  himself  provided  with  the  uniform  of  tlve  band 
to  which  he  belongs,  which  uniform  is  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
brigadier-general ;  and  shall  also  keep  himself  constantly  pro- 
vided with  such  instrument  or  instruments  as  may  be  directed. 
And  if  any  master,  deputy  master,  or  musician  shall  be  guihy 
of  any  neglect  of  duty,  disobedience  of  orders,  disorderly  or 
other  unmilitary  conduct,  he  shall  forfeit  not  less  than  ten,  nor 
more  than  twenty  dollars  to  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth,  for 
each  offence,  to  be  sued  for  by  the  brigade-major  of  the  brig- 
ade, in  an  action  on  the  case,  before  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace  in  the  county  where  the  offender  resides,  and  no  ap- 
peal shall  be  allowed  to  either  party ;  and  such  master,  depu- 
ty master,  or  musician,  shall  moreover  be  liable  to  be  removed 
from  the  band,  at  the  discretion  of  the  brigadier-general,  and 
shall  forthwith  be  enrolled  as  a  private  in  the  standing  compa- 
ny within  the  bounds  of  which  he  resides.  And  eacn  master, 
deputy  master,  and  musician  of  a  band  shall  be  exempted 
from  all  military  duty,  while  belonging  to  the  band,  excepting 
such  as  shall  be  required  of  him  by  the  brigadier-general,  even 
if  the  company  from  which  he  enlisted  should  not  be  fall. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  brigade-major,  who  may  have 
recovered  any  forfeiture  from  any  one  belonging  to  the  brigade 
band,  to  credit  the  Commonwealth  for  the  same  in  his  ac- 
count. 

Bt  it  Juriher  tfnacted^  That  eterj  commtncliDg  Every  compa- 
officerof  a  company  shall  parade  his  company  on  the  first  eJ  the^fi?8T***"

for  the  purpose  of  inspecting,  examining  and  takine  an  exact  May^and  three 
account  of  all  the  et^uqpmenCs  of  lus  men,  and  for  noting  all  oe- 
linquencies  of  appearance,  and  deficiencies  of  equipment,  and  i82icb.92,(4» 
for  correctnig  his  company  roll,  in  order  that   a  thorough 
inspection  of  each  company  in  the  Commonwealth  may  be 
made.

And  in  all  cases  the  testimony  of  ****"'  ^• 
the  clerk,  or  any  other  non-co*runissioDed  officer  or  private, 
who  shall  h   re  received  orders  to  notify  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  men,  of  any  companv,  to  appear  at  a  time  :and  place  ap- 
pointed, for  any  military  duty,  shall  be  conclusive  to  prove, 
that  due  notice  was  ^ven  to  the  party  prosecuted,  unless  such 
testimony  be  invalidated  by  other  evidence.    And  whenever  o^cer  may  no-

Housekeepers  Sect.  20.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  any  keeper  of  a  tavern, 
to  give  in  the  boarding  house,  or  master  or  mistress  of  any  dwelling-house,  who 
bo^rdere  t^the  ^*^^"  refuse  to  give  information  of  the  name  or  names  of  any  per- 
comraanding  son  or  persons  residing  with  him  or  her,  liable  to  military  duty, 
•fficer.  when  applied  to  for  that  purpose  by  the  commanding  officer  of 

the  company,  within  the  bounds  of  which  such  tavern,  board- 
ing house,  or  dwelling-house  is  situated,  or  when  applied  to  for 
that  purpose  by  any  person  acting  under  the  orders  of  such 
commanding  officer,  or  shall  give  any  false  information  upon 
such  application,  every  such  person  so  offending  shall  forfeit 
twenty  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  by  the  clerk  of  the  company  in 
an  action  on  the  case,  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the 
county  where  such  offender  resides.     And  in  all  cases  of  doubt 
respecting  the  aee  of  any  person  intended  to  be  enrolled,  the 
fa^ngV^vT  P^^^y  questioned  as  to  his  age  shall  prove  the  same  to  the  satis- 
name,  or  giv-   faction  of  the  enrolling  officer ;  and  if  any  person  liable  to  mili- 
ing  it  falsely,     i^^j  duty,  upon  application  to  him  personally  by  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  company,  within  the  bounds  of  which  such 
person  resides,  or  upon  application  as  aforesaid,  by  any  person 
acting  under  such  commanding  officer,  shall  either  refuse  to 
give  his  name,  or  not  give  his  name  truly,  every  such  person, 
so  offending,  shall  forfeit  twelve  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  in  the 
manner  before  pointed  out  in  this  section. 
Notifying  for         Sect.  21.    Be  it  further  enacted.  That  when  any  non-com- 
choice  of offi-     missioned  officer  or  private  in  any  company  shall  receive  or- 
^^^'  ders  from  the  commanding  officer  of  sucn  company,  to  notify 

and  warn  such  company,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  meet  for  the 
purpose  of  choosing  any  officer  or  officers,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  such  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  to  give  every  per- 
son he  is  so  ordered  to  warn,  personal  notice,  or  to  leave  him  a 
written  or  printed  notification  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  spe- 
cifying the  time,  place,  and  purpose  of  said  meeting  ;  and  no 
election  of  a  company  officer  shall  be  valid  in  future,  unless  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  company  are  present  at 
the  election. 
Towns  to  be  Sect.  22.     Be  it  further  enacted.  That  every  town  and  dis- 

provided  with    trict  within  the  Commonwealth  shall  provide  and  deposit,  and 
ammunition,     constantly  keep  provided  and  deposited  in  some  suitable  and 
convenient  place  within  said  town  or  district,  [sixty-four  pounds 
Repealed  as  to  ofgood  gunpowder  ;]  one  hundred  pounds  of  musket  balls,  each 
f 82ich.**^"76.  ^^ ^^^  eighteenth  part  of  a  pound  ;  one  hundred  twenty-eight 
*  flints,  suitable  for  muskets ;  three  copper,  iron,  or  tin  camp  ket- 
tles, for  every  sixty-four  soldiers  enrolled  within  said  town  or 
district ;  and  the  same  proportion  of  the  aforesaid  articles  for 
a  greater  or  less  number  of  soldiers  enrolled  as  aforesaid.  And 
Penalty.  every  town  or  district,  which  shall  neglect  to  keep  itself  con- 

stantly provided  with  the  articles  aforesaid,  and  in  the  propor- 
tions aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  use  of  the  Common- 
wealth, a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  nor  less 
than  twenty  dollars,  according  to  the  nature  and  degree  of  the 
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neglect,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment  or  information  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  brigade-quarter-matter,  in  the  month  of  Septem-  fo  be  inspect* 
her  annually,  personally  to  examine,  view,  and  inspect  the  military  stores  (to  be  ed  by  the  brig- 
provided  by  every  town  and  district  as  aforesaid)  of  each  town  and  district  within  ade  quarter- 
his  brigade ;  and  to  make  out  a  schedule  of  all  the  articles  of  stores,  with  their  master, 
quality  and  condition,  in  which  he  shall  note  all  defects  and  deficiencies,  and  shaU 
enter  and  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose,  and  trans- 
mit a  copy  of  such  schedule,  certified  by  him,  to  the  oflSce  of  the  adjutant-general,  on  Repealed — 
or  before  the  first  day  of  November  annually.    And  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  1821  ch.92,  M2. 
each  brigade-quarter-master  to  cause  every  town  or  district,  within  his  brigade, 
to  b«  prosecuted  or  presented,  which  town  or  district  he  shall  find  upon  his  inspec- 
tion to  be  deficient,  either  in  the  quality  or  quantity  of  military  stores,  required  to 
be  provided  as  aforesaid,  or  which  he  shall  find  to  have  neglected  to  make  the  pro- 
visions, or  any  part  thereof  required  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  23.     Be  it  further  enacted^    That   the   selectmen  of  selectmen  to 
every  town  and  district  shall  supply,  at  the  expense  of  such  supply  powder 
town  or  district,  or  cause  the  commanding  oflBcer  of  each  com-  ***'  reviews- 
pany  within  said  town  or  district  to  be  supplied  with  one  quar-  ^*^*  **'  *^* 
ter  of  a  pound  of  good  powder  made  into  blank  cartridges,  for 
each  non-commissioned  officer  and  private  borne  on  the  com- 
pany roll  of  such  commanding  officer,  whenever  such  command- 
ing officer's  company  is  ordered  to  parade  for  review,  provided 
such  commanding  officer  makes  a  written  application  therefor, 
stating  therein  the  number  of  men  to  be  supplied. 

Sect.  24.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  whenever  in  case  in  case  of  in- 
of  threatened  or  actual  invasion,  insurrection,  or  other  public  ▼wion— 
danger  or  emergei^icy,  the  militia  shall  be  ordered  out,  or  any 
part  thereof  shall  be  ordered  to  be  detached  or  drafted  by  the 
commander  in  chief,  any  person  who  shall  be  ordered  out,  de- 
tached, or  drafted,  in  pursuance  of  and  obedience  to  such  or- 
ders, and  being  notified  thereof,  and  ordered  to  march  to  the 
place  of  rendezvous,  and  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  such 
orders,  and  shall  not  within  twenty-four  hours,  after  he  shall 
have  been  notified  as  aforesaid,  pay  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  to 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  company  to  which  he  belongs, 
or  procure  an  able  bodied  man  in  his  stead,  such  person  shall 
be  considered  as  a  soldier  belonging  to  the  detachment,  and 
be  dealt  with  accordingly.  And  all  fines  paid  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  appropriated  to  the  hire  of  men  to  complete  the  de- 
tachment. And  the  officers  of  any  detachment,  ordered  to  be 
made  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  regularly  detailed  from  the  rosters, 
and  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  by  lot,  from  the 
company  rolls :  And  when  any  company  shall  not  be  organiz- 
ed, the  officer  commanding  the  brigade  or  regiment  shall  either 
by  himself  or  some  officer  under  him,  proceed  to  make  and 
complete  the  detachment  from  such  unorganized  company. 
And  whenever  the  militia,  or  anv  part  thereof,  after  having 
been  ordered  out  or  detached  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  ordered  to 
march  for  the  service  of  this  State,  each  non-commissioned  of- 
ficer and  private,  so  ordered  to  march,  shall  provide  and  take 
with  him  three  days  provision,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  And 
the  selectmen  of  every  town  and  district,  to  which  the  men  de- 
tached as  aforesaid,  and  ordered  to  march  for  the  service  of 
this  State,  belong,  shall  provide  and  cause  carriages  to  attend 
them  with  further  supplies  of  provisions,  and  also  the  necessa- 
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ly  camp  equipage  and  camp  utensik,  until  notice  shall  be  given 
them  by  the  commanding  officers  of  the  detachment  to  desist; 
and  the  selectmen  shall  present  their  accounts  for  supplies  to 
the  General  Court  for  aulowance.  And  whenever  the  select- 
men of  any  town  or  district,  from  which  a  detachment  or  part 
thereof  as  aforesaid  shall  march,  and  being  notified  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  such  detachment  or  part  thereof,  belong- 
ing to  such  town  or  district,  and  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  fur* 
nish  the  necessary  supplies,  camp  equipage,  and  camp  utensils, 
the  town  or  district  to  which  the  selectmen,  neglecting  or  re* 
fusing  as  aforesaid,  belong,  shall  forfeit  not  less  than  two  hun«- 
dred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and 
recovered  by  any  person,  who  may  prosecute  for  the  same,  in 
an  action  on  the  case,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
one  moiety  to  the  prosecutor,  and  the  other  to  the  use  of  the 
Commonwealth,  And  the  officer  to  whom,  or  by  whose  order 
any  camp  equipage  or  camp  utensils  shall  be  delivered,  shaH 
be  accountable  for  the  same,  unless  injured  or  lost  by  some  ac- 
cident not  in  his  power  to  prevent. 

Sect*  25.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  the  troops  of  each 
^^^ad^'^once*  ^^^^^ion  shall  be  paraded  once  in  each  year  for  review,  inspec- 
r^ach  yeair  tion,  and  discipline,  either  in  brigades,  regiments,  or  battalions 
for  review.  of  regiments,  (regard  being  had  to  the  scattered  or  compact 
situation  of  the  troops)  at  such  times  as  the  commanding  officers 
of  the  divisions  may  order.  And  when  a  brierade  review  or  in- 
spection is  ordered  the  commanding  officer  of  the  brigade  shall 
appoint  the  place,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  division ;  when  a  regimental  review  or  inspection 
is  ordered,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  shall  appoint 
the  place,  and  rive  notice  thereof  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
brigade;  and  when  a  review  or  inspection  of  a  regimental  battalion 
is  ordered,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  shall  appoint 
the  place,  and  zwe  notice  thereof  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
brigade.  And  the  places  to  be  appointed  for  reviews  or  in- 
spections as  aforesaid  shall  always  be  as  central  as,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  officer  pointing  out  the  place,  convenience  will 
admit.  And  the  artillery,  cavalry,  and  other  troops  raised  at 
large,  and  not  annexed  to  any  particular  reriment,  shall  be  re- 
viewed and  inspected  once  in  each  year,  either  by  themselves, 
or  with  the  brigades,  regiments,  or  oattalions  of  regiments,  as 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  respective  divisions  may  order 
and  direct.  Provided^  that  no  officer,  non-commissionea  officer 
or  private,  shall  be  obliged  to  march  a  greater  distance  from  his 
home  than  fifteen  miles  to  any  brigade  review. 

Sect.  26.  Be  it  farther  enacted^  That  no  officer,  non-com- 
M°ade  laiSful  Di^ssioned  officer  or  private  shall  be  holden  to  perform  any  mili- 
on  certain  tary  duty  on  any  day  (except  on  days  which  are  or  may  be  spe- 
^^•y«-  ciajly  prescribed  by  law)  on  which  the  selectmen  of  the  town  or 

district,  in  which  such  officer,  non-commissioned  officer  or  private 
resides,  shall  appoint  a  meeting  for  the  election  of  a  representa- 
tive to  the  General  Court,  nor  shall  there  be  any  miutary  pa- 
rade on  the  day  pointed  out  by  the  constitution  of  this  Cora- 
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mon wealth  for  the  election  of  governor,  lieutenant-governor  and 
senators,  nor  on  any'  day  which  may  be  appointed  for  the 
choice  of  electors  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United 
States,  or  representatives  to  congress.  And  it  shall  not  be  law- 
ful for  any  oflScer  to  parade  his  men  on  either  of  said  days,  un- 
less in  case  of  invasion  made  or  threatened,  or  in  obedience  to 
the  orders  of  the  commander  in  chief,  except  as  is  herein  be- 
fore excepted. 

Sect.  27.     Be  it  farihtr  enacted^  That  each  regiment  and  state  and  ragi- 
battalion  shall  be  furnished  with  the  state  and  regimental  col-  mental  coiourg, 
ours;  and  each  company  of  infantry, or  artillery, light  infantry,  ^^"."*^'  ^^^^ 
grenadiers,  and  riflemen  shall  bt  furnished  with  a  drum  and 
Ife,  or  bugle  horn,  and  each  company  of  cavalry  with  a  trum- 
pet ;  and  each  brigadier-general,  after  the  first  day  of  August 
next  ensuing,  is   hereby  authorizedl  to  draw  orders  upon  the 
quarter-master-general,  in  favour  of  the  commanding  officers  of 
regiments,  battalions,  and  companies,  for  the  above  purpose, 
that  the  several  regiments,  battalions,  and  companies  may  be 
supplied  as  aforesaid.    And  the  commanding  officers  of  regi- 
ments and  battalions  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping 
of  their  colours ;  and  the  commanding  officers  of  companies 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  drums,  fifes, 
bugle  horns  and  trumpets,  delivered  to  them  for  the  use  of  their 
companies.     And  the   adjutant-general  shall  furnish  blank  or-  Adjutant-gene- 
ders  for  the  commanding  officers  of  companies  to  order  their  fj'  to  furnish 
non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  to  notify  their  men  to 
attend  all  the  inspections,  trainings,  and  reviews,  and  meetings 
for  the  choice  of  officers,  which  shall  be  ordered ;  also  blank 
notifications  or  orders,  to  be  left  with  the  men  by  the  non-com- 
missioned officers  or  privates,  ordered  to  notify  as  aforesaid, 
and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  that  seals  be  affixed  to  any  orders 
whatever. 

Sect.  28.     Be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  parents,   masters  parents  and 
or  guardians,  shall  furnish  all  minors  enrolled  in  the  militia,  matters  to 
who  shall  be  under  their  care  respectively  with  the  arms  and  «q"»P"»'"o"' 
equipments,  required  by  this  act;  and  if  any  parent,  master,  or 
guardian,  having  any  minor  under  his  care,  enrolled  as  afore- 
said, shall  neglect  to  provide  such  minor  with  the  arms  and 
equipments  required  by  this  act,   he  is  hereby  subjected  and 
made  liable  to   the  same  forfeitures  as  such  minor  would  be 
liable  to  for  a  like  deficiency  or  neglect,   if  such  minor  were 
of  age :    Provided    however^    That   such   parents,  masters,  or  Proviso. 

Sardians  as  shall  produce,  on  or  before  the  first  Tuesday  of 
ay,  annually,  certificates  from  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
the  town  or  district  in  which  they  reside,  of  their  inability  to 
provide  arms  and  equipments  as  aforesaid,  to  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  company  in  which  the  minor  under  their  care  is 
enrolled,  shall  be  exempted  from  the  forfeitures  aforesaid. 

Sect.  29.     Be  it  furUier  enacted^   That  no  non-commission-  no  person  ex- 
ed  officer  or  private  of  any  company  shall  be  exempted  from  empted  for  in- 
military  duty  on  account  of  bodily  infirmity,  unless   he  shall  j7erS'fi^ati?^ 
obtain  from  the  surgeon  or  surgeon's  mate  of  the  regiment  to 
which  he  belongs,  if  either  of  those  officers  are  commissioned 
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in  such  regiments,  if  not  from  some  respectable  physician  lir* 
ine  within  the  bound  of  the  same,  that  he  is  unable  to  perform 
military  duty  on  account  of  bodily  infirmity,  tlje  nature  of  which 
infirmity  is  to  be  described  in  said  certificate ;  and  the  com- 
manding ofiicer  of  the  company  may,  on  the  back  of  such  cer- 
tificate, discharge  the  non-commissioned  officer  or  private 
named  therein,  from  performing  military  duty,  for  such  a  term 
of  time  as  he  shall  judge  reasonable,  not  exceeding  one  year ; 
which  certificate,  if  approved  and  countersigned  by  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  regiment,  or  battalion,  to  which  the 
disabled  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  belohgs,  shall  en- 
title him  to  exemption  from  military  duty  for  the  time  specified. 
And  any  non-commissioned  officer  or  private,  having  obtained 
a  certificate  as  aforesaid,  and  who  may  be  refused  a  discharge, 
or  an  approval  H>f  a  discharge  as  aforesaid,  may  apply  to  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  brigade  for  a  further  examination  of 
his  case,  and  if,  on  such  examination,  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  brigade  shall  be  well  satisfied  that  the  bodily  infirmity  of 
such  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  is  such  that  he  ought  to 
be  discharged,  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  discharge  him  from 
military  duty  for  such  time  as  he  shall  judge  reasonable,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  year,  which  being  certified  by  the  commanding  of- 
ficer of  the  brigade  on  the  back  of  the  certificate,  shall  dis- 
charge the  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  from  military 
duty,  for  the  time  specified  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
brigade. 
Killed aad  ^ECT.  30.     Be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  officer,. non- 

wounded,  commissioned  officer  or  private  shall  be  killed,  or  die  of 
wounds  received  when  on  any  military  duty  required  by  this 
act,  his  widow,  child,  or  children,  shall  receive  from  the 
General  Court  such  relief  as  shall  be  just  and  reasonable.  And 
if  any  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  or  private,  shall  be 
wounded,  or  otherwise  disabled- when  on  such  duty,  he  shall 
receive  from  the  General  Court  just  and  reasonable  relief. 
Sect.  31.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  commander  in 
Courts-martial  chief  shall  appoint  general  courts  martial  for  the  trial  of  all 
and  o*ganixed!  <>fficers  abovc  the  rank  of  captain ;  and  the  major  generals  or 
commanding  officers  of  divisions,  each  within  his  own  division, 
shall  appoint  division  courts  martial  for  the  trial  of  captains 
and  officers  under  that  rank ;  and  whenever  a  court  martial  is 
ordered,  the  officer  ordering  it  shall  appoint  the  president 
and  marshal  of  the  same  ;  and  if  it  be  a  general  court  martial, 
orders  shall  be  issued  to  isuch  divisions  as,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  commander  in  chief,  may  most  conveniently  furnish  the 
members  thereof;  if  it  be  a  division  court  martial,  orders  shall 
be  issued  to  such  brigades,  regiments,  battalions  or  companies, 
within  the  division,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  major-general  or 
comm^ndinsj  officer  of  the  division,  may  most  conveniently 
furnish  the  members  thereof.  The  president  of  a  general  court 
martial  shall  in  no  case  be  under  the  rank  of  brigadier-general, 
and  the  president  of  a  division  court  martial,  shall  in  no  case 
be  under  the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel  commandants  And 
whenever  the  commanding  officer  of  a  division,  brigade,  regi- 
ment, or  battalion,  shall  be  ordered  to  furnish  any  officer  or 
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officers,  as  member  or  members,  supernumerary,  or  supernume- 
raries of  a  court  martial,  such  officer  or  officers  shall  be  regu- 
larly detailed  from  the  roster  of  the  division,  brigade,  regiment, 
or  battalion,  by  the  commanding  officers  thereof,  respectively, 
forthwith,  after  having  received  orders  therefor  as  aforesaid: 
Provided  homever^  That  in  case  of  inability,  sickness,  or  absence 
of  any  officer,  whose  turn  it  would  be  to  serve  on  a  court  mar«- 
tial,  the  detailing  officer  shall  certify  such  circumstance  to  the 
officer  who  ordered  the  court  martial,  and  detail  the  officer 
next  in  rotation.  And  the  officers,  ordered  to  be  detailed  to 
serve  on  courts  martial,  shall  be  detailed  in  the  following  man- 
ner. Major-generals,  by  the  commander  in  chief,  or  his  or- 
ders, from  the  general  roster ;  brigadier-generals,  by  the  com- 
manding officers  of  divisions,  from  the  division  roster;  lieuten- 
ant-colonels and  majors,  by  the  commanding  officers  of  brigades, 
from  the  brigade  roster ;  and  captains  and  subalterns,  by  the 
conmianding  officers  of  regiments  or  battalions,  from  the  regi- 
mental or  battalion  rosters,  as  the  case  may  be*  All  courts 
martial  shall  be  constituted  of  a  president,  a  judge-advocate, 
twelve  members,*  and  a  marshal.  And  the  officer  appointing 
a  court  martial,  may,  at  his  discretion,  order  a  number  of  offi-  [ei^^c"®^,"^. 
cers,  not  exceeding  six,*  to  be  detailed  as  supernumeraries,  i82i  chi  92.] 
in  addition  to  the  twelve  intended  to  serve  as  members, 
to  attend  the  court  at  the  oi^anization  thereof;  and  in  case 
there  should  be  any  vacancy  or  vacancies,  the  judge  advocate 
shall  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies,  from  the  supernumeraries, 
beginning  with  the  highest  in  grade,  and  proceeding  in  regular 
rotation*  All  officers  on  a  court  martial  shall  take  rank  by 
seniority  of  commission,  without  regard  to  corps* .  Before  any  Members  to  he 
court  martial  shall  proceed  to  the  trial  of  any  officer,  the  judce-  »^o'»« 
advocate  shall  administer  to  the  president  and  each  of  tne 
members,  singly,  the  following  o^th : 

You,  A.  B.  do  swear,  that  without  partiality,  favour,  affi^- 
tion,  prejudice,  or  hope  of  reward,  you  will  well  and  truly  try  Oatb^. 
the  cause  now  before  you,  between  this  Commonwealth  and 
the  person  [orpersons,  if  more  than  one  is  accused  in  the  same 
complaint]  to  he  tried  ;*and  you  do  further  swear,  that  you  will 
not  divulge  the  sentence  of  this  court  martial,  until  it  shall  be 
approved  or  disapproved  of,  and  that  you  will  not,  on  any  ac- 
count, at  any  time  whatever,  discover  the  vote  or  opinion  of 
any  member,  unless  required  to  give  evidence  thereof,  as  a 
witness,  by  a  court  of  justice,  in  a  due  course  of  law*  So  help 
you  God* 

And  the  president  shall  administer  to  the  judge-advocate  the 
following  oath : 

You,  A.  B.  do  swear,  that  you  will  faithfully  and  impartiallv  judw-adTo* 
discharge  your  duties  as  judge-advocate  on  this  occasion,  as  well  caters  oaib. 
to  the  Commonwealth,  as  to  the  accused,  and  that  you  will  not, 
on  an  V  account,  at  any  time  whatever,  divulge  the  vote  or  opin- 
ion of  any  member  of  this  court  martial,  unless  required  to  give 
evidence  thereof,  as  a  witness,  by  a  court  of  justice,  in  a  due 
course  of  law.     So  help  you  God. 

All  persons  shall  be  holden  to  appear  and  give  evidence  bc-

fore  any  court  martial,  when  thereto  summoiled  bj  the  jud^c* 
advocate,  or  a  justice  of  the  peace,  under  the  same  penalties 
for  neglects,  as  are  by  law  provided  against  witnesses  who 
neglect  to  appear  when  summoned  to  give  evidence  in  criminal 
prosecutions.  All  witnesses  shall  be  sworn  or  affirmed  by  the 
judge-advocate  before  they  giv«  their  evidence  to  the  court, 
-and  the  form  of  the  oath  or  affirmation  to  a  witness  shall  be  as 
follows : 

You,  A.  B.  do  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  the 
evidence  you  shall  give,  in  the  cause  now  in  heariag,  shall  be 
the  truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth.  So  he^ 
you  God.  (or,  this  you  do  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  per* 
jury,  in  case  the  witness  shall  affirou) 

When  any  member  of  a  court  martial  is  challenged,  either 
on  the  part  of  the  government  or  the  accused,  the  cause  of 
challenge  must  be  stated  in  writmg,  of  which  the  court,  after 
due  deliberation,  shall  determine  the  relevancy  or  validity, 
and  decide  accordingly.  And  no  challenge  to  noore  than  one 
member  at  a  time  shall  be  received  by  the  court.  On  ques- 
tions of  challenge,  the  member  objected  to  shall  not  vote,  but 
the  president  may  vote  with  the  members,  that  the  number  <rf 
votes  may  remain  twelve.  And  in  no  case  shall  a  chailenee  be 
acted  upon,  until  the  president,  and  judee-adrocate,  and  the  in^ 
tended  members  are  sworn.  All  trials  by  courts  martial  shall 
be  carried  on  in  the  day  time,  and  when  the  votes  are  called 
for,  on  a  question,  the  judee-advocate  shall  begin  with  the 
youngest  in  commission,  and  proceed  regularly  to  the  eldest* 
And  at  all  courts  martial,  unless  two  thirds  of  the  members  agree- 
that  the  accused  is  guilty,  the  judge-advocate  shall  record  his 
acquittal ;  but  if  two  thirds,  or  more,  pronounce  the  accused  to 
be  guilty,  the  court  shall  sentence  him  either  to  be  reprimanded 
in  orders,  or  removed  from  office ;  and  if  any  officer  be  sen* 
tenced  to  be  removed  from  office,  the  court  shall  adjudge  him 
to  be  disqualified  for,  and  incapable  of  holding  any  military 
office  under  this  Commonwealth,  either  for  life  or  term  of  years, 
according  to  the  aggravation  of  his  offence ;  which  sentence, 
either  of  reprimand  in  orders,  or  removal  from  office,  if  approv- 
ed, shall  remain  in  full  force ;  but  the  judgment  of  disqualifies^ 
tion  may  be  reversed  by  the  commander  in  chief,  with  advice 
of  council.  And  all  courts  martial  are  hereby  authorized  to 
preserve  order  during  their  session ;  and  if  any  person  or  per- 
sons, in  presence  of  a  court  martial,  shall  behave  in  a  disorder- 
ly manner,  or  make  any  tumult  in,  or  disturb  a  court  martial, 
and  shall  not,  ufon  command  of  the  marshal  thereof,  desist 
therefrom,  it  shall  be  lawiul  for  the  court  martial  to  confine 
such  disorderly  person  or  persons  for  a  time  not  exceeding  eight 
hours. 

Sect.  33.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  commander  in 
chief  may  call  boards  of  officers,  whenever  in  his  c^iniofi  they 
may  be  necessary,  for  settling  military  questions,  or  for  other 
purposes  relative  to  ffood  order  and  discipline.  And  the  Com* 
mander  in  chief,  or  tne  major-generab,  or  commanding  officers 
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of  dhrisioils,  each  within  his  own  divisioii,  may  order  comts 
€f  inquiry,  to  examine  into  the  nature  of  any  transaction,  or  any 
accusation  or  iipputation  against  any  dffieer,  when  made  by  an 
inferior*  Promded  homnter^  That  courts  of  inquhrr  on  all  officers 
aboTc^the  rank  of  captain  are  to  be  ordered  by  the  commander 
in  chief;  and  courts  of  inquiry  on  captains  and  other  officers 
under  that  rank  are  to  be  ordered  by  the  major-generals  or 
commanding  officers  of  divisions.  And  courts  of  inquiry  shall 
always  consist  of  three  officers,  with  the  judge-advocate  of  the 
division  in  which  they  are  holden,  or  some  other  suitable  per- 
son, in  case  of  his  inability  to  attend,  or  any  legal  impediment  to 
his  acting ;  all  of  whom  shall  be  sworn.  These  conrts  shall  have 
the  same  power  to  summon  witnesses  as  courts  martial,  and  to 
eocamine  mem  on  oath,  but  they  shall  not  c^ive  their  opinions 
on  the  merits  of  the  case,  unless  they  are  specially  required  so 
to  do.  The  parties  shall  also  be  permitted  to  cross-examine 
and  interrogate  the  witnesses,  so  as  fairly  to  invest^te  the  cir- 
eamstances  in  question.  The  proceedings  of  a  court  of  inquiry 
are  to  be  authenticated  by  the  signatures  of  the  president  and 
judge-advocate,  and  are  to  be  transmitted  by  the  judge-advo» 
cate,  under  seal,  to  the  officer  who  appointed  the  court.  The  tq  be  awocn. 
^dge-advocate  shall  administer  to  each  of  the  officers  compos- 
uig  a  court  of  inquiry  the.foUowing  oath : 

You,  A.  B.  do  swear  that  you  will  well  and  truly  examine  otth. 
and  inquire  into  the  matter  now  before  you,  without  partiality, 
favour,  affection,  prejudice,  or  hope  of  reward.    So  help  you 
God. 

After  which  the  president  shall  administer  to  the  judge- 
advocate  the  followmg  oath : 

You,  A.  B.  do  swear,  that  you  will  impartially  record  the  judge-arivQ'r 
proceedings  of  the  court,  and  the  evidence  to  be  given  in  the  ^ate  s  oath. 
case  in  hearing.    So  help  you  God. 

The  judge-advocate  shall  administer  to  the  witnesses  the  witneisest* 
same  oath  or  affirmation,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  is  prescribed  be  swom. 
in  the  thirty-first  section  of  this  Act,  to  be  administered  to  wit- 
nesses before  a  court  martial.    And  as  courts  of  mquiry,  when 
not  properly  regulated,  mav  be  perverted  to  improper  pur^ 

rBs,  all  other  courts  of  inquiry  than  those  above  provided 
are  prohibited. 
Sect.  33.    Be  it  Jurther  macttd^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  p^^y  ^f^^ 
the  judge-advocates  to  attend  all  general  and  division  courts  judge-advo^ 
martial,  and  all  courts  of  inquiry,  withm  the  divisions  in  which  <^*^®- 
they  are  respectively  commissioned,  when  thereto  ordered. 
Provided  nevertheless^  That  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  com- 
mander in  chief,  or  the  major-generals,  or  commanding  officers 
of  dhrisions,  to  appoint  a  judge-advocate,  pro  tempore^  to  any 
particular  court  martial,  or  to  any  particular  court  of  inquiry, 
appointed  to  be  holden,  in  case  of  inability  of  the  division 
judge-advocate,  or  in  case  of  any  legal  impediment  to  his  act- 
ing.   And  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  each  judge-advocate, 
OT  person  officiating  "as  such,  at  any  court  martial,  impartially 
to  state  the  evidence  both  for  and  against  the  officer  or  officers 
under  trial ;  to  take  accurate  minutes  of  the  evidence,  and  of

the  proceedings  of  the  court,  all  of  which,  with  the  judgment 
of  the  court  thereupon,  authenticated  by  his  signature,  and  that 
of  the  president  of  the  court,  with  the  papers  used  at  the  trial, 
or  copies  thereof,  certified  bj  him,  he  shall  transmit  under  seal 
to  the  oflBcer,  whose  duty  it  is  to  apfM*ove  or  disapprove  of  such 
judgment  and  proceedings ;  and  all  motions  ana  objections  to 
evidence,  whether  on  the  part  of  the  Commonwealth  or  the  ac- 
cused, and  the  opinions  of  the  judge-advocates  on  questions  of 
law  made  at  the  trial,  shall  be  given  in  wvitin^ ;  and  the  state- 
ment of  the  complainant,  and  the  defence  of  the  accused,  shall 
be  made  in  writing,  in  order  that  a  full  view  of  the  trial  may 
be  had  by  the  officer  who  ordered  the  court.     And  the  original 
records  of  the  proceedings  and  judgment  of  all  general  and  di- 
vision courts  martial,  after  having  received  the  approbation  or 
disapprobation  of  the  officer  who  appointed  them,  shall,  as  soon 
as  opportunity  of  time  and  distance  will  admit,  after  such 
courts  martial  are  dissolved,  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  se- 
cretarv  of  State,  where  they  shall  be  carefully  kept  and  pre- 
serveo ;  and  the  officer  who  appointed  a  court  martial  shall  be 
entitled  to  receive,  upon  his  demand,  a  copy  of  the  original  re- 
cord from  said  office,  certified  by  said  secretary.    And  the 
party  tried  by  any  general  or  division  court  martial,  upon  re- 
quest made  at  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  by  himself, 
or  any  person  authorized  in  his  behalf,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
copy  of  the  original  record,  certified  as  aforesaid,  of  the  pro- 
ceedings and  judgment  of  the  court  martial  which  tried  him, 
he  paying  reasonablv  therefor.

In  case  any  officer,  for  the  trial  of  whom  a  court 
pea?r  before ^'^  martial  is  appointed,  shall  neglect  to  appear  and  make  defence, 
court  martial,  or  if  appearing  shall  afterwards  withdraw  in  contempt  of  the 
court,  or  beinjg;  arraigned  before  a  court  martial,  shall  from  ob- 
stinacy or  debberate  design  stand  mute,  or  answer  foreign  to

Article  30.  Every  non-commissioned  officer  or  private,  who 
shall  appear  at  the  company  inspection,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
May,  or  at  any  company  training,  or  for  any  battalion,  regi- 
mental, or  brigade  inspection  or  review,  and  shall  not  be  armed 
and  equipped  as  the  law  direct  shall  for  each  article,  in  which 
he  is  deficient,  or  wliich  shall  be  of  bad  quality,  or  in  bad  con- 
dition, forfeit  as  follows ;  if  deficient  of  a  good  musket  of  a  bore 
sufiicient  for  balls  of  the  eighteenth  part  of  a  pound,  a  sufficient 
bayonet  and  belt,  and  an  iron  or  steel  ramrod,  all  which  arti- 
cles are  to  be  considered  as  one,  and  a  deficiency  in  either  shall 
be  considered  a  deficiency  of  the  whole,  he  shall  forfeit  one 
dollar ;  if  deficient  of  a  cartridge  box,  containing  twenty  four 
cartridges  suited  to  the  bore  of  his  musket,  and  each  cartridge 
containing  a  proper  quantity  of  good  powder  and  ball,  or  if 
deficient  of  a  serviceable  knapsack,  he  shall  forfeit  thirty  cents ; 
if  deficient  of  two  spare  flints  and  a  priming  wire  and  brash,  or 
either  of  them,  he  shall  forfeit  twenty  cents.  Provided  never- 
theless^ That  none  of  the  above  forfeitures  shall  be  incurred  by 
any  private,  in  case  he  appears  with  a  good  rifle,  knapsack, 
shot  pouch,  powder  horn,  a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  powder  and 
twenty  balls  suited  to  the  bore  of  his  rifle.  Provided  moreover^ 
That  cartridges  with  ball  shall  not  be  brought  into  the  field 
except  at  the  company  inspection,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in 
May,  and  knapsacks  may  be  dispensed  with  at  the  company 
trainings. 

Article  31.  If  rfny  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  of 
any  company  of  artillefy,  cavalry,  light  infantry,  grenadiers, 
or  riflemen,  shall  appear  on  any  of  the  occasions  mentioned  in 
the  preceding  article,  without  the  uniform  of  the  company  to 
which  he  belongs,  he  shall  forfeit  two  dollars. 

Article  32.  All  excuses  for  non-appearances  of  non-commis- 
sioned officers  and  privates  must  be  made  within  eight  days* 
after  any  training,  view  of  arms,  or  other  military  duty,  to  the 
commanding  officers  of  their  respective  companies ;  and  on 
the  delinquent's  producing  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  inability 
to  appear,  his  commanding  officer  may  excuse  him  *,  but  all 
commanding  officers  of  companies  are  hereby  forbidden  from 
receiving  any  excuse  for  non-appearance,  under  any  pretence 
whatever,  after  the  expiration  of  the  eight  days  allowea.*  And 
all  commanding  officers  of  companies  are  prohibited  from  re- 
ceiving any  excuses  from  their  men,  for  any  deficiency  or  de- 
ficiencies of  equipment,  and  commanding  officers  of  companies 
shall  inform  or  cause  their  clerks  to  be  informed  of  all  tne  ex- 
cuses for  non-appearance  which  they  may  allow. 

Article  33.  Any  non-commissioned  officer  or  private,  being 
a  legal  voter  of  a  company,  who  after  being  duly  notified  shall 
unnecessarily  neglect  to  appear  at  any  meeting  for  the  choice 
of  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  company,  to  which  he  belongs, 
he  shall  for  every  such  neglect,  forfeit  one  dollar. 

Article  34.  All  surgeons  and  surgeons'  mates  are  prohibited 
from  taking  any  fee  or  gratuity  whatever,  under  any  pretence 
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whatsoever  from  any  man  to  whom  they  may  give  a  certificate 
of  inability  to  perform  military  duty  on  account  of  bodily  in- 
firmity. And  if  any  surgeon  or  surgeon^s  male  shall,  in  viola- 
tion of  this  article,  take  any  fee  or  gratuity,  he  shall  be  liable 
to  be  tried  by  court  martial. 

Artick  35.    The  oldest  aid-de-camp  to  each  major-general, 
the  brigade-major  of  each  brigade,  and  the  adjutant  of  each  ^^l^'^  *°  ^^ 
regiment,  battalion,  or  corps,  shall  constantly  keep  a  correct 
roster  of  the  division,  brigade,  regiment,  battalion,  or  corps,  to 
which  thyr  respectively  belong.

Sect.  35.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures

to  exercise  and  enjoy  all  the  rights,  powers  ana  privileges,  and 
to  be  subject  to  all  tne  duties  of  the  existing  board  of  overseers 
of  Harvard  College  :  Provided  however^  That  all  the  ministers 
of  congregational  churches,  who  are  members  of  that  board, 
shall  remain  members  of  the  board  of  overseers  established  by 
this  Act,  so  long  as  they  shall  continue  ministers  respectively 
of  their  congregational  churches,  and  no  longer.

Be  it  further  enacted^  That  when  any  minister  of 
any  congregational  church,  being  a  member  of  the  said  board, 
shall  cease  to  have  the  ministerial  relation  he  now  has,  or  may 
have  had  at  the  time  of  his  election,  or  when  any  member  of

fence.

bent upon  him  as  warden  of  said  prison. 

Sect.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Governor,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  be,  and  here- 
by is  authorized  to  appoint  and  commission,  during  pleasure, 
three  discreet  persons  to  be  directors  of  the  State  Prison,  who 
shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  appoint,  during  pleasure, 
all  such  officers,  agents  and  servants,  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary, for  the  well  ordering,  upholding,  and  maintaining  of  the 
State  Prison ;  to  define  their  powers,  and  prescribe  their  duties, 
and  to  ascertain  and  fix  their  compensations  ;  to  make,  ordain, 
and  establish  all  such  rules,  by-laws,  orders,  and  regulations, 
not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  they  may 
from  time  to  time  see  fit  for  the  government  and  direction  of 
the  said  warden,  and  all  other  officers,  agents  and  servants  of 
said  prison,  and  as  may  be  proper  for  the  maintenance,  employ- 
ment and  instruction  of  the  convicts,  and  for  the  purchase  of 
all  materials,  machines,  tools  and  implements,  provisions,  me- 
dicines and  clothing,  for  the  use  of  the  officers,  and  for  the  use 
of  the  convicts,  and  for  the  sale  and  disposition  of  any  articles, 
tools,  or  manufactures  which  belong  to  said  prison  ;  and  they 
shall  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  power  of  directing  all  matters 
and  things,  relating  to  said  prison,  the  officers,  agents,  and  ser- 
vants thereof,  and  of  all  convicts  therein,  and  as  to  the  manner 
of  keeping  the  books  and  accounts  of  said  prison,  which  books 
and  accounts  it  shall  be  their  duty  from  time  to  time  to  exam- 
ine. They  shall  have  power  also,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Governor  and  Council,  to  make  such  additional  buildings  or  al- 
terations, within  the  bounds  of  the  prison,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary.  And  said  directors  shall  cause  a  copy  of  all  by- 
laws, rules,  orders  and  regulations  established  by  them,  to  be 
laid  before  the  Governor  and  Council,  at  the  next  meeting  af- 
ter the  adoption  thereof,  who  may  annul  the  same,  or  such 
parts  thercoi,  as  they  may  think  proper.  And  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  directors  to  meet  together  at  the  prison  statedly, 
once  at  least  in  every  month,  to  attend  to  and  inspect  the  con- 
cerns of  the  prison,  to  cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  their  doings 
and,  by  turns,  to  visit  th^  prison,  at  least  three  times  in  every 
week,  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  that  the  laws  and  regulations 
are  duly  observed,  and  of  attending  to  the  various  concerns  of 
the  establishment. 

Sect.  6.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Governor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  be,  and  hereby  is  authorized, 
from  time  to  time,  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Commonwealth  in  favour  of  said  warden,  for  such  sum  at 
any  one  time,  as  they  mav  deem  proper,  for  all  monies  which 
may  be  appropriated  by  the  Legislature,  for  the  support  of  the 
State  Prison.  And  the  Governor  and  Council,  for  the  time  be- 
ing, with  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  be,  and 
hereby  are  constituted  visitors  of  the  State  Prison ;  and  it  shall 
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be  their  duty  annuallj^,  and  as  much  oftener  as  they  may  think 
proper,  to  visit  the  prison,  and  to  see  that  all  laws  and  resolu- 
tions, by-laws  and  regulations,  made  for  the  government  and 
upholding  said  prison,  are  duly  observed  and  executed  ;  and 
the  Governor  and  Council  are  further  from  time  to  time  au- 
thorized to  raise,  appoint  and  employ  a  military  guard  to  con* 
sist  of  such  oflBcers  and  privates  as  they  may  deem  requisite  Guards, 
for  the  safe  keeping  and  employment  of  the  convicts. 

Sect.  6.     Be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  director,  the 
warden,  or  any  otner  person  employed  in  the  State  Prison 
aforesaid,  shall  fraudulently  contrive,  procure,  aid,  connive  at,  Finaity  in  case 
or  otherwise  voluntarily  suffer  the  escape  of  any  convict  there-  ©^  ^^aud  •(  di- 
in,  committed  under  sentence  of  confinement  as  aforesaid,  every  Sen. 
such  person,  on  due  conviction  thereof,  in  the  Supreme  Judi- 
cial Court,  shall  and  may  be  punished  by  solitary  confinement 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year,  and  by  confinement  to  hard 
labour,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twenty  y^ars,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  said  court. 

Sect.  7.     Be  it  further  enacted^   That  if  the  warden  or  any 
other  person,  em|:^loyed  as  aforesaid,  shall  negligently  sufier 
any  convict,  committed  and  in  custody  as  aforesaid,  under  sen-  Penalty  for 
tence  of  solitary  imprisonment,  to  be  at  large  without  the  cell  JJ^^^Jden^fec?* 
or  apartment  assigned  to  such  convict,  or  to  be  there  visited,  * 

conversed  with,  comforted  or  relieved,  contrary  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  said  prison,  or  shall  negligently  suffer  such 
convict,  or  any  convict  there  committed,  under  sentence  of  con- 
finement to  hard  labour,  to  be  at  large  without  the  precincts  of 
the  said  prison,  or  contrary  to  the  rules  thereof,  to  be  out  of 
close  confinement,  the  warden  or  any  other  person  so  neglect- 
ing his  duty  in  the  premises,  being  thereof  duly  convicted  in 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  dollars. 

Sect.  8.     Be  it  jurther  enacted^    That  if  any  person  shall 
forcibly  or  fraudulently  rescue,  or  attempt  to  rescue,  any  con- 
vict from  the  custody  of  any  officer  or  other  person  authorized  Punishment 
or  employed  by  any  warrant  of  commitment  as  aforesaid,  or  p^gon^g'^or 
from  the  said  State  Prison,  or  from  any  other  prison  or  gaol  assisting  them 
where  such  convict  may  be  lawfully  committee!,  pursuant  to  to  escape- 
any  sentence  of  solitary  imprisonment,  or  confinement  to  hard 
labour,  or  shall  convey  to  any  convict  in  custody,  or  com- 
mitted as  aforesaid,  or  into  said  State  Prison,  or  any  other 
prison,  any  tool,  instrument,  weapon,  or  other  aid,  with  intent 
to  enable  such  convict  to  escape,  or  to  procure  the  escape  of 
any  convict,  whether  such  escape  be  effected  or  not,  every  per- 
son so  offending,  being  duly  convicted  thereof  before  the  Su- 
preme Judicial  Court,  shall  and  may  be  punished  by  solitary 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  and  by  confinement  to 
hard  labour  not  exceeding  ten  years ;  or  at  the  discretion  of  the 
said  court,  may  be  punished  with  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  by  binding  to  the  good  behaviour  tor  a  term 
not  exceeding  three  years,  according  to  the  nature  and  aggra- 
vation of  the  offence. 
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S«CT.  9.  Be  U  furthtr  enacUd^  That  if  any  convict  com- 
mitted to  the  said  State  Prison,  under  sentence  of  confinement 
to  hard  labour  during  life,  shall  assault  any  director,  the  war- 
den, or  other  person  employed  in  the  government  thereof,  or 
shall  forcibly  attempt  to  oreak  from  the  said  prison,  every  such 
convrct  so  ofiending,  upon  due  conviction  before  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court,  shall  and  may  be  punished  by  solitary  impri- 
sonment not  exceeding  one  year,  at  the  discretion  of  the  direc- 
tors, and  shall  be  afterwards"  there  holden  in  custody  upon  such 
former  sentence ;  and  every  person  being  under  confinement  as 
aforesaid,  who  shall  escape  from  said  prison,  shall  for  every 
such  ofience  be  further  sentenced  to  solitary  imprisonment  for 
a  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months. 

Sect.  10.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  convict  commit- 
ted to  said  State  Prison,  under  sentence  for  a  limited  time, 
shall  assault  any  director,  the  warden,  or  other  person  employ- 
ed in  the  direction  or  custody  of  said  State  Prison,  or  shall 
attempt  by  violence  to  escape  therefrom,  every  such  convict 
so  further  offending,  upon  due  conviction  thereof  before  the  Su- 
preme Judicial  Court,  shall  and  may  be  punished  by  solitary 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  in  addition  to  any  former 
like  sentence,  or  to  precede  the  fulfilment  of  any  former  sen- 
tence to  hard  labour,  as  the  case  may  be ;  and,  at  the  discretion, 
of  the  said  court,  may  be  further  punished  by  confinement  to 
hard  labour,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years,  to  commence 
after  such  solitary  imprisonment,  or  alter  any  former  sentence 
shall  be  fulfilled,  as  the  case  may  be* 

Sect.  11.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  warden  of  said 
prison  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  deputy  to  execute  any 
process  to  him  directed,  which  deputy  may  serve  and  return 
the  same  accordingly,  and  for  whose  acts  and  doings  his  prin- 
cipal shall  be  answerable,  but  such  deputy  shall  be  further  lia- 
ble to  such  punishment  as  the  deputy  sheriffs  are  now  liable  to 
sufier  for  any  misconduct  in  executing  process.  And  the  said 
warden  shall  not  be  arrested  upon  mesne  process,  or  upon  any 
execution  awarded  upon  judgment  in  any  civil  action. 

Sect.  12.  Be  it  further  enacted^  Thd^i  the  warden  aforesaid 
shall  receive  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  annually,  in 
lull  compensation  for  all  services  by  him  rendered  in  that  of- 
fice, without  any  other  support  or  maintenance  whatever. 
And  the  directors  aforesaid  shall  each  receive  the  sura  of  three 
hundred  dollars  in  quarterly  payments,  alike  in  full  compensa- 
tion for  their  services  respectively. 

Sect.  13.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  August  next,  the  act  entitled  ^  An  Act  providing  fw 
the  regulation  of  the  State  Prison  in  Charlestown,''  passed  the 
fourteenth  day  of  March  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thonsand 
ei^ht  hundred  and  six,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  ; 
savins^  always,  that  all  acts,  matters  and  things,  done  under 
and  pursuant  to  said  ict,  shall  remain  as  good  and  valid,  and 
all  oflScers,  agents,  and  servants  of  the  same  prison,  who  have 
been  appointe-l  or  ecnployed  under  the  same, shall  remain  in  their 
respective  offices  and  places  until  that  time,  and  until  others  are 
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appointed  and  employed  in  their  places,  in  the  same  way  and 
hianner  they  would  have  done  had  not  this  act  been  repeal- 
ed.

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not  be  reduced  on  the  appeal,  the  plaintiff  shall  be  entitled  to  recofer  double  coeM 
of  suit  on  the  appeal,  and  have  bis  judgment  and  execution  accordingly ;  and 
no  execution  shall  issue  upon  the  judgment  appealed  from ;  and  in  case  the 
party  appealing  shall  neglect  to  enter  bis  appeal,  the  court  appealed  to  nay  upon 
complaint  proceed  to  render  judgoMnt  in  such  action  agreeably  to  the  proTisioiis  of 
ihis  Act. 

Sect.  5.  Be  it  further  enaetedj  That  in  addition  to  the  powers  herein  before 
enumerated,  the  said  Circuit  Court  of  Comnton  Pleas,  shall  have  power  at  the  term 
at  which  any  judgment  in  any  action  (wherein  said  court  have  final  jurisdiction)  is

And  the  justices  of  said  court  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to 
make  and  establish  all  such  rules  for  the  entry  of  actions,  and  for  the  admission  of 
attomies,  filing  pleas  in  abatement,  and  demurrers  to  declarations,  and  for  the  or- 
derly and  well  conducting  the  business  thereof,  as  tliey  may  see  fit ;  provided  the 
same  are  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Sbct.  6.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  Circuit  Courts  of  Common  Pleas 
shall  have  power  to  adjourn  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  public  good.  And  when  any  t)f  the  justices  of  the  said  court  shall  be  detained 
from  attending  at  the  thne  or  place,  at  which  said  court  by  law  or  by  previous  ad- 
journment was  to  have  been  held,  by  means  whereof  there  cannot  be  more  than 
one  of  the  said  justices  present,  then,  and  in  that  case,  any  justice  of  the  same 
court  being  there  present,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  crurt,  for  the  purpose

rectors of  said  bank,  or  some  of  them,  that  said  capital  hath 
been  bona  fide  paid  in  by  the  stockholders  of  said  bank,  and 
towards  payment  for  their  respective  shareai  and  not  for  any 
other  purpose,  and  it  is  intended  therein  to  remain  as  part  of 
said  capital,  and  to  return  a  certificate  thereof  to  the  Go- 
vernor. 

Sect.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  following  rules, 
limitations,  and  provisions,  shall  form  and  be  the  fundamental 
articles  of  the  said  corporation : 

First.  That  the  total  amount  of  the  debts  which  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  at  any  time  owe,  whether  by  bond,  bill,  note  or 
other  contract,  shall  not  exceed  twice  the  amount  of  their  capi- 
tal stock  actually  paid  in,  exclusive  of  the  sums  due  on  account 
of  deposits ;  nor  snail  there  be  due  to  the  said  corporation  at 
any  one  time  more  than  double  the  amount  of  the  capital  stock 
actually  paid  in  as  aforesaid.  In  case  of  excess,  the  directors 
under  whose  administration  it  shall  happen,  shall  be  liable  for 
the  same  in  their  natural  and  private  capacities ;  and  an  action 
of  debt  may  in  such  case  be  brought  against  them,  or  any  of 
them,  their,  or  any  of  their  heirs,  executors,  or  administrators, 
in  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same,  by  any  creditor  or  credi- 
tors of  said  corporation  ;  and  may  be  prosecuted  to  judgment 
and  execution,  any  condition,  covenant,  or  agreement  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding.  But  this  shall  not  be  construed  to 
exempt  said  corporation,  or  the  lands,  tenements,  goods,  or 
chattels  of  the  same,  from  being  also  liable  for,  and  chargeable 
with  said  excess.  Such  of  said  directors  who  may  h^ve  been 
absent  when  said  excess  was  contracted,  or  created,  or  who 
may  have  dissented  from  the  resolution  or  act  whereby  the 
same  was  contracted  or  created,  may  respectively  exonerate 
themselves  from  being  so  liable,  by  forthwith  giving  notice  of 
the  fact,  and  of  their  absence,  or  dissent,  to  the  Governor  and 
Council,  and  to  the  stockholders  at  a  general  meetmg,  which 
thCT  shall  have  power  to  call  for  that  purpose. 

Second.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  not  vest,  use,  or  im- 
prove any  of  their  monies,  goods,  chattels  or  effects,  in  trade  or 
commerce,  but  may  sell  all  kinds  of  personal  pledges  lodged 
in  their  hands  by  way  of  security,  to  an  amount  suflScierit  to  re- 
imburse the  sum  loaned.  ^ 

Third.  That  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditamenU,  whidh 
the  said  corporation  shall  hold,  shall  be  only  such  as  shall  be 
reouisite  for  the  convenient  transaction  of  their  business. 

Fwrik.  None  but  a  member  of  the  said  corporation,  being  a 
citizen  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  resident  therein,  shall  be

An  Act  to  regulate  Prisons  within  this  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  1.  BE  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives^ in  General  Court  assembled^  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  samty 
That  any  person  imprisoned  for  debt,  on  mesne  process  or  ex* 
ecution,  on  pving  bond  with  sufficient  surety  to  tne  creditor  or 
creditors,  in  double  the  sum  for  which  he  is  imprisoned,  condi- 
tioned that  from  the  time  of  executing  such  bond  he  will  not 
depart  without  the  exterior  bounds  of  the  gaol  yard  or  debt- 
or's liberties,  until  lawfully  discharged,  or  who  is  or  shall  be 
under  bond  for  the  liberty  of  the  gaol  yard  as  heretofore  pro- 
vided by  law,  may  have  a  chamber  and  lodgings  in  any  build- 
ings belonging  to  the  prisons  by  paying  at  the  lawful  rate,  and 
may  go  into  churches  and  other  public  buildings,  and  lodge  in 
and  occupy  any  apartments  by  night  and  day,  and  enter  into 
and  upon  any  estate  and  building  within  the  exterior  bounds  of 
the  gaol  yard  or  debtor's  liberties  by  a  usual  express  or  impli- 
ed consent  of  owners ;  and  all  such  apartments,  so  lodged  in  or 
occupied,  shall  be  considered  a  part  of  the  prison  limits. 

Sect.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  notification  of  impris- 
oned debtors  on  their  creditors  may  in  all  cases  be  served  and 
returned  by  a  sheriff,  his  deputy,  or  a  constable. 

Sect.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  any  bond,  given  agreea- 
bly to  the  provision  of  the  first  section  of  this  Act,  shall  oe  dis- 
charged and  void  when  the  principal  shall  surrender  himself  or 
be  surrendered  by  his  surety  to  the  gaol  keeper  of  the  prison 
where  the  bond  was  given,exceptinc  as  to  the  right  of  the  creditor 
or  creditors  to  recover  for  a  breacn  of  such  bond  before  such 
surrender,  by  suit  instituted  within  one  year  from  such  breach; 
and  such  surrendered  principal  shall  be  in  custody  of  the  gaol 
keeper,  under  the  execution  or  writ  on  which  the  bond  issued, 
as  fully  as  on  the  first  commitment :  Provided^  that  giving  such 
bond  shall  entitle  the  person  imprisoned  to  the  same  privileges 
after  such  surrender  as  on  his  first  imprisonment. 

Sect.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  this  Act  shall  remain  in 
force  until  the  thirty-first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirteen,  and  no  longer.

BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
ientatives^  in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
samey  That  there  be,  and  hereby  Ls  established  a  land  office  for  Land  office  and 
the  management,  sale  and  settlement  of  land  belonging  to  this  commissioncrF. 
Commonwealth  in  the  District  of  Maine,  under  the  superintend- 
ence of  three  commissioners,  who  shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently 
»ay  be,  be  appointed  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  Council,  and  upon  the  death,  resignation  or 
removal  of  either  of  them,  the  vacancy,  thereby  occasioned,    . 
shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner.

Be  it  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  commissioners  to  ascertain  with  all  possible  despatch,  such 
tract  or  tracts  of  land  as  may  be  best  adapted  to  be  forthwith 
laid  out  into  townships,  and  to  report  the  same  with  their  opin- 
ions thereon,  and  all  material  information  in  their  power,  rela- 
tive thereto,  to  the  Legislature.  And  they  are  hereby  autho- 
rized to  treat  and  contract  for  the  laying  out,  opening  and  com- 
pleting one  or'  both  of  the  roads  leading  from  lands  near  the 
Penobscot  and  Kennebeck  rivers,  to  the  northern  boundary  of 
said  District,  which  have  heretofore  been  surveyed  by  order 
of  the  Legislature :  Provided^  contracts  can  be  effected  for  de- 
fraying at  least  three-fourths  of  the  expense  of  completing  said 
roads  by  grants  of  land  to  the  undertakers  at  a  fair  valuation, 
or  by  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  public  lands  due  or  growing 
due ;  they  shall  also  have  power  to  contract  with  the  proprie- 
tors of  lands  whose  title  is  derived  from  the  Commonwealth, 
for  a  commutation  of  any  settling  duties  which  they  are  held 
to  perform  by  the  conditions  of  any  grant  or  obligation,  either 
by  making  roads  throus^h  their  respective  lands  in  such  direc- 
tions, and  upon  such  terms  as  said  commissioners  may  deter- 
mine to  be  conducive  to  the  settlement  and  best  interest  of  said 
District,  or  by  a  re-convevance,  at  a  fair  valuation,  of  portions 
of  land  originally  granted ;  which  lands,  when  conveyed,  shall 
be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  making  roads,  or  being  con- 
veyed to  actual  settlers,  at  the  discretion  of  the  commissioners^ 
aforesaid :  Provided^  That  no  such  contract  for  a  commutation 
shall  be  valid  until  the  same  shall  have  received  the  approba- 
tion of  the  Governor  and  Council,  or,  in  the  recess  of  the  Coun- 
cil, of  the  Governor,  and  a  committee  of  Council,  specially  ap- 
pointed for  this  purpose. 

Sect.  6.  Be^  it  further  enacted^  That  in  every  township  to 
be  laid  out  pursuant  to  this  Act,  the  commissioners  shall  set 
apart  fifty  lots  of  one  hundred  acres  each,  of  average  quality

build  a  house  and  barn  upon  such  lot,  and  within  five  years 
from  the  date,  clear  up  and  make  fit  for  the  purposes  of  agri- 
culture, at  least  ten  acres  of  such  lot ;  and  upon  the  faithful 
performance  of  such  condition,  such  settler,  his  heirs,  or  assigns, 
shall  be  entitled  to,  and  receive  a  deed  of  the  lot  described  in 
his  certificate,  conveying  to  him  and  them  all  the  right  and  title 
of  the  Commonwealth  to  said  lot ;  and  said  commissioners  shall 
also  set  apart  one  lot  of  average  quality  and  value,  in  each 
township,  for  the  use  of  the  first  settled  minister,  one  for  the 
use  of  the  ministry,  and  one  for  the  use  of  schools  in  said  town- 
ship.

Sect.  6.  Be  it  Jurlher  enacted^  That  whenever  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  the  warden  of  the  State  Prison,  or  the  directors  there- 
of, that  any  convict,  received  into  the  same,  pursuant  to  the 
Process  of  sentence  oi  any  court,  shall  have  before  been  sentenced,  by 
cnmma  tna  s.  competent  authority  of  this  or  any  other  state,  to  confineoient 
to  hard  labour  for  term  of  life  or  years,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  warden,  and  of  the  said  directors,  or  either  of  them, 
to  make  representation  thereof,  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  the  at- 
torney or  solicijtor  general ;  and  they  or  either  of  them  shall, 
by  information,  or  other  legal  process,  cause  the  same  to  be 
made  known  to  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  'Court,  at 
any  term  of  said  court  to  be  holden  m  Boston  or  Cambridg^e ; 
and  the  said  justices  shall  cause  the  person  or  persons,  so  in- 
formed against,  to  be  brought  before  them^  in  order,  that  if  he 
deny  the  fact  of  a  former  conviction,  it  may  be  tried  accord- 
ing to  law,  whether  the  charge  contained  in  such  information 
be  true.  And  if  it  appear  b^  the  confession  of  the  party,  by 
verdict  of  the  jury,  or  otherwise,  according  to  law,  that  said  in- 
formation is  true,  the  court  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  award 
against  such  convict  the  residue  of  the  punishment  provided  in 
the  foregoing  section  ;  otherwise  the  said  convict  shall  be  re- 
manded to  prison,  there  to  be  held  on  his  former  sentence.

The  dress 
of  the  third  class  shall  be  that  now  in  use,  and  they  shall  not 
be  allowed  any  lights  at  night.  And  it  shall  be  tne  duty  of 
the  warden  to  keep  the  saidclasses  separate  at  night,  and  at 
far  as  possible  durir^  the  day  ;  and  they  shall  not  speak  to 
any  person  of  a  different  class,  without  permission  of  tne  war- 
den or  keeper.  All  convicts  on  entering  the  prison  shall  be 
placed  in  the  third  class,  from  which  they  may  be  advanced 
to  the  others,  at  the  discretion  of  the  directors,  upon  the  re- 
commendation of  the  warden ;  and  for  misconduct  shall  be  lia- 
ble in  like  manner  to  be  degraded^  And  the  directors  shajl 
not  consider  an  application  to  recommend  for  pardon  any  con- 
vict who  shall  not  oelong  to  the  first  class.

And  no  prisoner  shall  be  chargeable  to  any  town  or 
district,  as  a  pauper,  while  such  order  of  the  overseers  respect- 
ing him  shall  remain  in  force,  except  for  the  deficiency  of  his 
earnings  to  pay  the  expense  of  his  support. 

Sect.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  no  person  who  is  com- 
mitted to  gaol  on  execution,  or  mesne  process,  and  who  shall 
apply  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  for  relief,  shall  be  permitted 
to  nave  and  use  any  spiritous  liquors,  without  the  consent  of 
the  said  overseers.  And  if  the  keeper  of  any  gaol,  or  other 
person,  shall  give,  sell  or  deliver  to  any  sucn  prisoner,  jor  to 
any  other  person  for  his  or  their  use,  any  spiritous  liquors, 
without  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  the  said  overseers,  or  one  of 
them,  first  had  and  obtained,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  of- 
fence, a  sum  not  less  than  five,  nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  to 
be  recovered  by  complaint  to  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the 
same  county ;  one  moiety  thereof  to  him  who  shall  prosecute 
for  the  same,  the  other  moiety  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the 
town  where  the  gaol  is  situated.  And  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  the  sheriff,  gaoler  and  overseers  of  the  poor  to  prose- 
cute for  all  offences  which  may  come  to  their  knowledge,  against 
the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sect.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  inhabitants  of  any 
town  or  district  within  this  Commonwealth,  who  have  incurred

the  management  and  drawing  of  their  respective  lotteries ;  the 
aforesaid -agents  and  managers  of  said  lotteries  having  manifest- 
ed their  assent  to  the  same,  viz. :    The  agents  and  managers  of 
the  said  Plymouth  Beach  Lottery  shall  issue  and  publish  their 
scheme  of  the  next  class  in  said  lottery ;  first  dispose  of  their 
tickets,  and  commence  and  finish  the  drawing  of  said  class  of 
said  lottery,  before  any  other  agents  or  managers  of  any  other 
lottery  granted  or  established,  or  permitted  to  be  managed  or 
drawn,  by  or  within  this  Commonwealth :   Provided  said  agents 
or  managers  of  said  Plymouth  Beach  Lottery  shall  commence 
and  finish  the  drawing  of  such  class  within  five  months  fipom  the 
time  they  shall  so  publish  their  scheme  of  said  class.     And  the 
said  agents  or  managers  of  the  said  Union  Canal  Lottery,  so 
called,  shall,  next  in  succession  to  said  Plymouth  Beach  Lot- 
tery, commence  and  finish  drawing  their  said  class  in  like  man- 
ner, in  like  time,  and  under  like  restrictions,  and  with  like 
privileges    with  said   Plymouth  Beach   Lottery.

the  ris*k  of  such  lottery  or  lotteries,  the  amount  of  such  loss 
shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  sum  granted  and  intended 
to  be  raised,  for  the  benefit  of  such  lottery  or  lotteries,  and  the 
amount  of  such  loss  shall  not  be  carried  forward,  or  charged  to 
such  lottery  or  lotteries,  by  the  managers  thereof,  in  any  future 
class  or  scheme,  which  shall  be  published  or  drawn  by  said 
managers  ;  and  all  accounts  of  the  managers  of  such  lottery  or 
lotteries  shall  be  hereafter  settled  with  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil, conformably  to  the  provisions  and  requirements  ia  this  sec- 
tion contained ;  nothing  in  this  Act  to  be  construed  to  affect 
any  proceedings  under  any  class  of  any  lottery  now  drawing, 
or  to  prevent  the  managers  of  any  lottery  now  granted,  from 
carrjong  forward  any  loss  which  has  already  occurred  from 
any  class  heretofore  drawn,  or  which  is  now  drawing.

Court        tivts^  in  General  Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  the  same^ 
for^first^rncc   '^^^^  ^^^^  ^^^  ^^^^  ^^®  passing  of  this  act,  whenever  any  per- 
to  hard  labour'  son,  convict  of  any  crime  or  offence  whatever,  shall  be  duly  sen- 
in  county  gaol   tenced  thereloF  to  solitary  imprisonment,  and  confinement  to  hard 
labour  for  any  term,  not  exceeding  three  jrears,  such  convict  not

Ninthly^  These  terms  and  conditions,  as  here  set  forth,  when 
the  said  District  shall  become  a  separate  and  independent  State, 
shall,  ipsofacto^  be  incorporated  into,  and  become,  and  be  a  part 
of  any  constitution,  provisional,  or  other,  under  which  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  said  proposed  State  shall,  at  any  time  hereafter, 
be  administered ;  subject,  however,  to  be  modified  or  annulled, 
by  the  agreement  of  the  Legislature  of  both  the  said  Slates; 
but  by  no  other  power  or  body  whatsoever. 

Sect.  2.  Bt  it  farther  enacted^    That  the  inhabitants  of  the 
several  towns,  districts,  and  plantations,  in  the  District  of  Maine, 
qualified  to  vote  for  Governor  or  Senators,  shall  assemble  in 
regular  meeting,  to  be  notified  by  warrants  of  the  proper  offi- 
cers, on  the  fourth  Monday  of  July  next,  and  shall,  in  open 
meeting,  give  in  their  votes  on  this  question :   "  Is  it  expedient, 
that  the  District  of  Maine  shall  become  a  separate  and  inde- 
pendent State,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions,  provided  in  an 
Act,  entitled  An  Act  relating  to  the  separation  of  the  District 
of  Maine  from  Massachusetts  Proper,  and  forming  the  same  in- 
to a  separate  and  independent  State  ?"    And  the  selectmen  of 
the  towns  and  districts,  and  the  assessors  of  the  plantations, 
shall,  in  open  meeting,  receive,  sort,  count,  and  declare,  and  the 
clerks  thereof,  respectively,  shall  record  the  votes  given  for  and 
against  the  measure;  and  the  said  selectmen,  assessors  and 
clerks,  respectively,  shall  make  out  an  exact  return  thereof,  un- 
der their  hands,  and  shall  seal  up  and  transmit  the  same  to  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  this  Commonwealth,  on  or  before  the 
fourth  Monday  of  August  next ;  and  all  returns,  not  then  made, 
shall  be  rejected  in  the  counting ;  and  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil shall  open  and  examine  the  said  returns,  made  as  aforesaid, 
and  shall  count  the  votes  given  on  the  said  question  :    And  the 
Governor  shall,  by  public  proclamation,  to  be  made  as  soon  as 
the  state  of  the  votes  can  be  ascertained,  after  the  said  fourth 
Monday  of  August  next,  make  known  the  result,  by  declaring 
the  number  of  votes  appearing  in  favour  of  the  separation  of  said 
District,  as  aforesaid,  and  the  number  of  votes  appearing  a^inst 
it.

Sect.  3.     Be  it  further  enacted^  That  no  person  shall   be  Licenws  to  be

Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  assessors,  be- 
fore the^  enter  on  this  work,  shall  tJike  the  following  oath  or 
afiirmation,  viz. :  You,  A.  B.  being  chosen  an  assessor  for  the  Oath  of  atsei- 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-one,  do  swear,  (or  affirm)  *^^ 
that  you  will  faithfully  and  impartially,  according  to  vour  best 
skill  and  judgment,  do  and  perform  the  whole  duty  of  an  asses- 
sor, as  directed  and  enjoined  by  an  Act  of  this  Commonwealth, 
made  in  the  present  year,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  ascertain  the 
ratable  estate  within  this  Commonwealth,'^  without  favour  or 
prejudice.  So  help  you  God.  Which  oath  or  affirmation  may 
be  administered. by  such  officers  as  are  now  authorized,  by 
law,  to  administer  the  usual  oaths  to  town-  officers.  And  each 
and  every  assessor  shall  be  allowed  by  the  town,  district,  or 
plantation,  to  which  he  belongs,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  Jo^iJ.*'^"'*'" 
twenty-five  cents  for  every  day  which  he  shall  be  necessarily 
employed  in  doing  the  duties  enjoined  b^  this  Act. 

Sect.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  assessor  of  any  penalty  for  as- 
town,  district,  or  plantation,  within  this  Commonwealth,  for  the  tetsorf^negiecu 
year  aforesaid,  shall  refuse  to  take  such  oath  or  affirmation,  or, 
having  taken  the  same,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  do  and  per-

And  every  per- 
son liable  to  be  taxed,  and  not  out  of  this  Cemmonwealth,  on 
and  firom  the  first  day  of  Mav  next,  to  the  first  day  of  August 
next,  who  shall  refuse,  or  wilfully  neglect  to  give  the  assessors, 
in  writing,  and  on  oath  or  affirmation,  if  required,  (which  oath 
or  affirmation,  the  said  assessors  are  hereby  respectively  em- 
powered to  administer,)  a  true  account  of  all 'his  or  her  ratable 
estate,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  Act, 
shall  be  doomed  by  the  said  assessors,  according  to  their  best 
skill  and  judgment,  to  the  full  amount  of  his  or  her  ratable  es- 
tate. And  the  oath  last  mentioned  shall  be  of  the  following 
form,  viz. :  You,  C.  D.  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that  all  your  rata^ 
ble  estate,  conformable  to  thb  list,  here  shewn  by  you,  doth  not 
exceed  this  account,  by  you  now  exhibited,  according  to  your 
best  knowledge  and  judgment :  So  help  you  God.  Provided 
nevertheless^  That  every  person  conscientiously  scrupulous  of  ^~^^^ 
taking  an  oath,  in  the  form  required  by  law,  who  shall  be  re- 

auired  to  take  either  of  the  oaths  aforesaid,  shall  be  excused 
lerefrom  wpon  solemnly  and  smcerely  affirming  the  truth  of 
the  declarations  therein  contained,  under  the  pams  and  penal- 
ties of  perjury. 

Sect.  4.    Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Treasurer  of  this 
Commonwealth  shall  forthwith  transmit  to   the  sherifis   of 
the  several  counties,  a  number  of  copies  of  this  Act,  and 
of  blank  lists  of  the   form  prescribed  herein,  sufficient  for  Blank  Usti. 
the  use  of  the  assessors  of  the  several  towns,  districts  and  plan- 
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tations,  in  their  several  counties,  who  are  hereby  eDfoined  and 
required,  immediately  on  receipt  thereof,  to  cause  the  same  to 
be  delivered  to  the  clerks  of  the  several  towns,  districts  and 
plantations  aforesaid.

sufficient  surety  or  sureties  to  the  adverse  party,  in  a  reasona- 
ble sum,  to  prosecute  bis  appeal  to  the  court  appealed  to,  and 
pay  all  such  costs  as  may  arise  in  any  such  suit  after  such  ap- 
peal ;  and  where  any  such  appeal  shall  be  made  by  any  plain-

That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  May  next,  it  shall  be takenfofth^ 
not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  take  any  lobsters,  within  the  purpose  of  be- 
waters  and  shores  of  the  town  of  Provincetown,  as  defined  and  *°«  cwned 
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described  in  the  Act,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  prevent  the  desCmc- 
tion  of  the  lobster  fishery,  in  the  town  of  Provincetown,  in  the 
county  of  Barnstable,  and  to  preserve  and  regulate  the  same, 
in  the  waters  and  the  shores  of  said  town,'^  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  away  the  same  from  said  waters,  in  any  smack  or  vessel 
whatever,  of  more  than  fifteen  tons  burthen ;  or  for  the  porpofie 
of  putting  the  same  on  board  any  such  smack  or  vesseL,  to  be 
transported  to  any  place,  without  first  obtaining  a  permit^  in 
writing,  firom  the  selectmen  of  said  town;  which  they  are  here« 
by  authorized  to  grant  to  any  person,  for  such  sum,  paid  to  the 
use  of  said  town,  and  on  such  conditions  as  they  shall  think  pro- 
per. And  every  person  ofiending  against  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars ;  and  in  case  the  number  of  lobsters,  so  un-

Sect.  7.  Bt  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Justices  of  jKe 
Courts  of  Sessions,  in  their  respective  counties,  when  duly  au- 
thorized to  assess  a  county  tax,  shall  apportion  the  same  on  the 
several  towns,  districts,  and  other  places  therein,  according  to 
the  proportion  at  which  they  are  rated  in  this  act ;  and  in  the 
assessment  of  all  county,  town,  parish,  or  society  taxes,  the  as- 
sessors of  each  town,  district,  parish,  society,  or  other  place, 
within  this  Commonwealth,  shall  govern  themselves  by  the  same 
rules,  and  assess  the  polls  therein  m  the  same  proportion  as  they 
may  be  assessed  to  pay  a  State  tax,  by  force  of  this  act;  having 
regard  to  all  such  alterations  of  polls  and  property,  as  may  happen 
within  the  same,  subsequent  to  the  assessments  of  the  tax  laid 
by  this  act,  excepting  such  parishes  and  societies  for  which  a 
a  different  provision  for  assessing  their  taxes  is  made  by  law :

NOTE. 


The  (bllowiit|  are  the  di£f«rences  between  the  above  Act  and  the  Tax  Actf  for 
ten  years  preeeding. 

1.  Poll  Tax.  In  1812  and  1813  the  poll  tax  was  ttoenty'seven  eentt^  and  tba 
proviso  at  the  end  of  the  seventh  section  was,  that  it  should  not  exceed  one  third 
part  of  the  whole  tax.  From  1813  to  the  present  year,  the  poll  tax  was  fmtrieen 
cerUSy  with  a  proviso  that  it  should  not  exceed  one  n^iA  part  of  the  whole  tax. 

2.  Propbrtt  bxbjiptkd.  Machinery  in  cotton  and  woollen  manufactoritf 
was  first  exempted  from  taxation  in  1818,  and  has  been  exempted  ever  since. 

From  1812  to  1817,  inclusive,  the  proviso  in  the  sixth  section,  relating  to  the 
town  of  Cambridge,  excepted  only  such  estates  as  were  improved  by  the  presldeot 
of  the  College,  the  professors  of  the  theory  and  practice  of  physic,  the  professor  of 
theology,  the  professor  of  mathematics,  and  the  tutor  of  logic,  metaphysics  and 
ethics.    Since  1817,  the  exception  has  been  the  same  as  in  the  above  Act. 

The  property  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  was  first  exempted  from 
taxation  in  1819. 

The  provinon  that  household  furniture  above  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars 
— and  property  exceeding  eight  thousand  doUars,  belonging  to  persons  exempted 
for  the  residue — shall  be  uxed  as  in  other  cases,  is  not  found  in  anv  former  Act. 
The  <<  Act  to  ascertain  the  Ratable  Estate  in  this  Commonwealth,^'  1820  ch.  64» 
first  required  such  excess  of  property  to  be  included  in  the  valuation.

An  Act  ftr  regulating  the  SuppHet  of  Ftibdi  and  othtr  ttftlck%  fat  ^  Stda  J 
and  for  letting  by  Contract  the  Laboor  of  the  Convicts. 

Sect.  1.  BE  iLenacted  by  the  Senate  dnd  Houie  of  Rtpres^ 
talives^  in  General  Court  asaenibled^  and  by  the  atUhorily  of  thc^ 
same^  That  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April  next,  there 
shall  not  be  purchased,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the 
convicts  in  the  State  Prison,  atiy  other  articles  of  food,  than 
coarse  beef,  pork,  and  mutton,  lard,  fisb^  rye  and  indiaB  meal, 
beans,  potatoes,  salt,  vinegar,  molaases,  and  soft  soap  ;  that  no 
milk,  nor  liquor  of  an  v  Icind,  shall  be  permitted  for  their  use, 
except  i^ater ;  nor  shall  any  griaceries  of  any  kind^  or  chiy  ar- 
ticles used  in  the  preparation  of  food,  be  |)tircha9ed  for  tfee  ee»- 
sumptioh  of  the  said  convicts,  other  than  those  tamed  above, 
with  the  exceptioh  of  such  articles  als  may  be  needed  for  patients 
in  the  hospital,  which  shall  be  providea  at  the  l^quisitioo,  in 
writing,  of  the  physician  tb  the  prison. 

Sect.  2.  Be  it  fatther  tnacted^  That  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  April  next,  no  article  of  food  or  drink,  of  any  kind,  shall 
be  purchased  at  the  expense  of  the  Stdte,  fdr  the  consmnpden 
of  tne  keeper,  turnkeys,  watchmen,  or  any  other  oflBcer  con- 
nected with  the  prison,  nor  shall  any  rations  of  any  kind  be

Sect.  1.  BE  it  enacted  by  At  Senate  and  Heme  of  ftepreseni^- 
tives^  in  General  Court  aisembkd^  and  by  ffie  authority  of  the 
■$amt^  That  the  town  of  Chelsea  shaU  continue  to  be  a  part  of  Provisions  re- 
the  county  of  Suffolk,  for  all  purposes  relating  to  the  adminis-  >p«c^ng  tiie 
tratioQ  of  justice,  as  though  this  Act  had  not  been  passed,  ex-  ^^^  °'  ^''^*" 
cepting  that  the  town  of  Chelsea  shall  not  be  liable  to  taxation 
for  any  county  purposes,  until  the  Legislature  shall  otherwise 
order ;  and  excepting  also,  as  herein  after  provided,  concerning 
the  jurisdiction  of  Justices  of  the  Peace.

cessary^ as  treasurer  of  the  ci^  of  Boston,  and  as  treasurer  of 
the  county. 

SscT.  13.  Be  it  Jkriher  enacted^  That  all  taxes,  which  may 
be  assessed  for  city  or  county  purposes,  within  the  city  of  ^^^""*"^  ®^ 
Boston,  may  be  assessed  separately,  as  county  taxes  and  as 
city  taxes,  or  under  the  denomination  of  t:ity  taxes  only,  as  the 
city  government  may  see  fit,  from  time  to  time,  to  order  and 
direct.

Sect.  16.  Be  it  further  emcUd,  That  this  Act  shall  to  int^ 
operation  on  and  after  the  first  daj  of  June  next ;  and  uiat  all 
Acts  and  parts  of  Acts,  which  are  repugnant  to  the  provisioDSr 
of  this  Act,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  17.  Beit  Jurther  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  be  of  no 
force  or  efTect,  unless  a  certain  Act  passed  at  the  present  ses- 
sion, entitled  ^  An  Act  establishing  the  City  of  Boston,^  shall 
be  accepted  bj  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Boston,  pursuant 
to  the  provision  therein  made.  And  in  case  said  Act  shall  be 
so  accepted,  and  that  fact  certified  to  his  Excellency  the  Go- 
vernor, by  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Boston,  his  Excellency 
is  hereby  authorized  to  announce  the  same  by  proclamation  ; 
whereupon  this  Act  shall  be  in  full  force,  and  go  mto  operation 
at  the  time  herein  before  Umited.  [Feb.  23,  1822.J  AdcL

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An  Act  establtshiog  th*  City  of  Boscob. 

Sect.  1.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rtpresmink- 
tives^  in  General  Court  asiembled^  and  ly  the  auAoriHf  of  Ae 
tame.  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Boston,  for  all  pur- 
poses, for  which  towns  are  by  law  incorporated,  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, shall  continue  to  be  one  body  poUtiCj  in  fact  and 
in  name^  under  the  style  and  denomination  of  the  Citr  of  Bos- 
ton, and  as  such,  shall  have,  exercise,  and  enioy,  all  the  rights, 
immunities,  powers,  and  privileges,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all 
the  duties  and  obligations,  now  mcumbent  upon,  and  appertain- 
ing to  said  town,  as  a  municipal  corporation.  And  the  admin- 
istration of  all  the  fiscal,  pruaential,  and  municipal  concerns  of 
said  city,  with  the  conduct  and  government  thereof^  shall  be 
vested  \n  one  principal  officer,  to  oe  styled  the  mayor ;  one  se- 
lect council,  consistmg  of  eight  persons,  to  be  denominated  the 
board  of  aldermen ;  and  one  more  numerous  council,  to  consist 
of  forty-eight  persons,  to  be  denominated  the  common  council ; 
which  boards,  m  their  joint  capacity,  shall  be  denominated  the 
city  council,  together  with  sucn  other  board  of  officers,  as  are 
herein  after  specified. 

Sect.  2.  Be  it  Jurther  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  selectmen  of  Sioston,  as  soon  as  may  be,  after  the  passing  of 
this  Act,  to  cause  a  new  division  of  the  said  town  to  be  made 
into  twelve  wards,  in  such  manner  as  to  include  an  equal  num- 
ber of  inhabitants  in  each  ward,  as  nearly  as  conveniently  may 
be,  consistently  with  well  defined  limits  to  each  ward ;  includ- 
ing, in  such  computation  of  numbers  of  inhabitants,  persons  of 
all  descriptions,  and  taking  the  last  census,  made  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  United  States,  as  a  basis  for  such  computation. 
And  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  city  council,  herein  aftw" 
mentioned,  from  time  to  time,  not  oftener  than  once  in  ten  years, 
to  alter  such  divisions  of  wards,  in  such  a  manner  as^  to  pre- 
serve, as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants  m 
each  ward. 
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S«CT.  3.  Be  it  fitrther  enacted,  That  on  the  second  Monday 
of  April,  annually,  the  citizens  of  said  city,  qualified  to  vote  in  fil!!^office«. 
tity  affairs,  shall  meet  together,  within  their  respective  wards, 
at  such  time  and  place,  as  the  mayor  and  aldermen  oaay,  br 
their  warrant,  direct  and  appoint ;  and  the  said  citizens  shall 
then  choose  by  ballot  one  warden  and  one  clerk,  who  shall  be 
resident  in  said  ward,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year, 
and  until  others  shall  be  appointed  in  their  stead.  And  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  warden  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  ^^^7  of  war- 
citizens  of  such  ward,  to  preserve  order  therein ;  and  it  shall  ^^'^  *"  ^  ^^' 
be  the  duty  of  such  clerk  to  make  a  fair  and  true  record,  and 
keep  an  exact  journal  of  all  the  acts  and  votes  of  the  citizens, 
at  such  ward  meetings ;  to  deliver  over  such  records  and  jour- 
nals, together  with  all  other  documents  and  papers  held  by 
him,  in  his  said  capacity,  to  his  successor  in  such  office.

S»CT.  4.  ft  it  Jimiher  emaeted,  That  the  warden,  or  other  Powers  of  war- 
presiding  officer  of  such  ward  meeting,  shall  have  fiill  power  den. 
and  authoritjr  to  preserve  order  and  decorum  therein,  and  to 
repress  all  riotous,  tumnituons,  and  disorderly  conduct  therein, 
and  for  that  purpose,  to  call  to  his  aid,  any  constaUe,  or  other 
peace  officer,  and  also  to  command  the  aid  and  assistance  of 
any  citizen  or  citizens,  who  may  be  present ;  and  any  peace 
officer,  or  other  citizen,  neglecting  or  refusing  to  afford  such 
aid,  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  oe  gcrilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 
And  such  warden  shall  also  have  power  and  authority, 
by  warrant,  under  his  hand,  to  cause  any  person  or  persons, 
who  shall  be  guilty  of  any  riotous,  tumultuous,  or  disorderly 
conduct  at  such  meeting,  to  be  taken  into  custody,  and  restrain- 
ed :  Provided  however^  That  siich  restraint  shall  not  continue 
after  the  adjournment  or  dissolution  of  such  meeting:  Andpr(h  provisos 
vided  further^  That  the  person,  so  guiky  of  such  disorderly 
>  conduct,  shall  be  liable,  notwithstanding  such  restraint,  to  be 
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prosecuted  and  punished,  in  the  same  manner,  as  if  sacb  arr^ 
had  not  been  made. 

Sect.  5.    Be  it  Jurther  enacted^   That  the  citizens  of  said 
citjr,  qualified  to  vote  in  city  affairs,  at  their  respective  ward 
meetings,  to  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  April,  aiuraally, 
shall  be  called  upon  to  give  in  their  votes  for  one  able  and  dis- 
creet person,  being  an  inhabitant  of  the  citv,  to  be  mayor  of 
said  city,  for  the  term  of  one  year.    And  all  the  votes  so  gnrea 
in,  in  each  ward,  being  sortecl,  counted,  and  declared   br  the 
warden  and  inspectors  of  elections,  shall  be  recorded  at  larse, 
by  the  clerk,  in  open  ward  meeting  ;  and  in  making  such  de- 
claration and'  record,  the  whole  number  of  votes  or  ballots, 
given  in,  shall  be  distinctly  stated,  together  with  the  name  of 
every  person  voted  for,  and  the  number  of  votes  given  for  each 
person  respectively ;  such  numbers  to  be  expre^ed  in   wards 
at  length  ;  and  a  transcript  of  such  reccnrd,  certified  and  au* 
thenticated  by  the  warden,  clerk,  and  a  majority  of  the  inspec- 
tors of  elections  for  each  ward,  shall  forthwith  be  transmitted 
or  delivered  by  such  ward  clerk,  to  the  clerk  of  the  city.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk,  forthwith  to  eater  such  re- 
turns, or  a  plain  and  intelligible  alutract  of  them,  as  thej  are 
successively  received,  upon  the  journal  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  mayor  and  aldermen,  or  some  other  YxhA  to  be  kept  for  that 
purpose.    And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  and  alder- 
men to  meet  together,  within  two  days  after  such  election,  and 
to  examine  and  compare  all  the  saidVetums,  and  to  ascertain 
whether  any  person  has  a  majority  of  all  the  voles  given  for 
mayor :  And  in  case  a  majority  is  so  given,  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  give  notice  thereof,  in  writnig,  to  the  person  thus  elect- 
ed, and  also  to  make  the  same  known  to  the  inhabitants  of  said 
city.    But  if,  on  such  an  examination,  no  person  appears  to 
have  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given  for  mayor,  the  mayor 
and  aldermen,  for  the  time  being,  shall  issue  their  warrants  for 
meetings  of  the  respective  wards,  for  the  choice  of  a  mayor,  at 
such  time  and  place,  as  they  shall  judge  most  convenient:  And 
the  same  proceeding  shall  be  had  in  all  respects,  as  are  ber^a 
before  directed,  until  a  mayor  shall  be  chosen  by  a  majoritj 
of  all  the  voters,  voting  at  such  electbn.    And  in  case  of  the 
decease,  inability,  or  absence  of  the  mayor,  and  the  same  be- 
ing declared,  and  a  vote  passsd  by  the  aldermen  and  common 
council,  respectively,  declaring  such  cause,  and  the  expediency 
of  electing  a  mayor,  for  the  time  being,  to  supply  the  vacancy 
thus  occasioned,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  aldermen  and  com- 
mon council  to  meet  in  convention,  and  elect  a  mayor  to  hoM 
the  said  ofiSce  until  such  occaskm  shall  be  removed,  or  until  a 
new  election* 

Sect.  6.  Bt  it  further  enacted^  That  the  citizens  in  their  re- 
spective ward  meetings,  to  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of 
April,  annually,  shall  be  called  upon  to  give  in  their  votes  for 
eight  persons,  being  inhabitants  of  said  city,  to  constitute  the 
board  of  aldermen,  for  the  ensuing  year  ;  and  all  the  votes  so 
given,  being  sorted,  counted,  and  declared  by  the  warden  and 
inspectors,  shall  be  recorded  at  large,  by  the  clerk,  in  open 
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ward  meeting;  and  in  making  such  declaration  and  record,  the 
whole  number  of  votes  or  ballots  given  in  shall  be  particularly, 
stated,  together  with  the  name  of  every  person  voted  for,  and 
the  number  of  votes  siven  for  each  person ;  and  a  transcript  of 
such  record,  certified  by  the  warden  and  clerk,  and  a  majority 
of  the  inspectors  of  each  ward,  shall,  by  the  said  clerk,  within 
two  days,  be  transmitted  to  the  city  clerk ;  whereupon  the  same 
proceedings  shall  be  had,  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  per- 
sons chosen  as  aldermen,  as  are  herein  before  directed  in  re- 
Srd  to  the  choice  of  mayor,  and  for  a  new  election,  in  case  of 
B  whole  number  required  not  being  chosen  at  the  first  elec- 
tion. And  each  alderman,  so  chosen,  shall  be  duly  notified  in 
writing  of  his  election,  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  for  the 
time  being. 

Sect.  7.  Be  it  Jurther  enacted,  That  the  citizens  of  each 
ward,  qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid,  at  their  respective  ward 
meetings,  to  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of  April,  annually,  common  cou«- 
shall  be  called  upon  to  jjive  in  their  votes  for  four  able  and  cii  to  be  elect- 
discreet  men,  bein^  inhabitants  of  said  ward,  to  be  members  of  ®^  annually. 
the  common  council :  and  all  the  votes  given  in  as  aforesaid^ 
in  each  ward,  and  being  sorted,  counted,  and  declared  by  the 
warden  and  inspectors,  if  it  appear  that  four  persons  have  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  given  at  such  election,  a  public  decla- 
ration thereof,  with  the  names  of  the  persons  so  chosen,  shall 
be  made  in  open  ward  meeting,  and  the  same  shall  be 
entered  at  large,  by  the  clerk  of  such  ward,  io  his  jour- 
nal, stating  particularly  the  whole  numb^  of  yotea  given  in, 
the  number  necessary  to  make  a  choice,  and  the  number  ac- 
tually given  for  each  of  the  persons,  so  declared  to  be  chosen. 
But,  in  case  four  persons  are  not  chosen  at  the  first  ballot,  a 
new  ballot  shall  be  opened  for  a  number  of  common  council- 
men,  sufficient  to  complete  the  number  of  four ;  and  the  same 
proceedings  shall  be  had,  as  before  directed,  until  the  number 
of  four  shall  be  duly  chosen :  Provided  however.  That  if  the  pjoviso  for  acU 
said  elections  cannot  conveniently  be  completed  on  such  day,  joumment  of 
the  same  may  be  adjourned  to  another  day,  for  that  purpose,  n»ec^»ns- 
not  longer  distant  than  three  days.  And  each  of  the  persons 
so  chosen  as  a  member  of  the  common  council,  in  each  ward, 
shall,  within  two  days  of  his  election,  be  fumished^ith  a  cer- 
tificate thereof,  signed  by  the  warden,  clerk,  and  a  majority  of

Commonwealth  one  year,  and  within  the  city  six  months  next 
preceding  any  meeting  of  citizens,  either  in  wards,  or  in  general 
meeting,  for  municipal  purposes,  and  who  shall  have  paid  by 
himself  or  his  parent,  master  or  guardian,  any  state  or  county 
tax,  which,  within  two  years  next  preceding  such  meeting,  shall 
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have  been  assessed  upon  him,  ia  any  town  or  district  in  thiB 
CommcHiwealth,  and  also  every  citizen  who  shall  be,  by  Jaw, 
exempted  from  taxation,  and  who  shall  be  in  all  other  respects 
qualified  as  above  mentioned,  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  ai«uctk 
meeting,  and  no  other  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  ai  such 
meeting. 

SicT*  9.  fie  it  Jurther  enaci$dj  That  the  mayor,  aldenDel^ 
Officers  to  en-  and  common  councilmen,  chosen  as  aforesaid,  shall  enter  on 
ttJs^'oVist  of""  ^^  ^"^^^  ^^  ^^^^^  respective  offices  on  the  first  day  of  May, 
May.  in  each  year,  unless  the  same  happen  on  a  Sunday ;  and  in  tl^ 

event,  on  the  day  following ;  and  before  entering  on  the  du- 
ties of  their  offices,  shall  respectively  be  sworn,  by  taking  the 
oath  of  allegiance  and  oath  of  office,  pre^ribed  in  the  consti- 
Oaih  of  office,  tution  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  an  oath  to  support  the  consti- 
tution of  the  United  States.  And  such  oaths  may  be  admiois- 
tered  to  the  mayor  elect,  by  any  one  of  the  justices  of  the  Sa- 
jM^me  Judicial  Court,  or  any  judge  of  any  court  of  recwd,  com- 
missioned to  hold  any  such  court,  within  the  said  city,  or  by 
any  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  county  of  Sofiblk.

dinate officers  in  the  government  thereof,  and,  as  far  as  in  his 
power,  to  cause  all  negligence,  carelessness,  and  positive  viola- 
tion of  duty,  to  be  duly  prosecuted  and  punished.  He  shall 
have  power,  whenever,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of  said  city  —  "^y  call 
may  require  it,  to  summon  meetings  of  the  board  of  aldermen  S^^SI^err*** 
and  common  council,  or  either  of  them,  although  the  meeting  of 
said  boards,  or  either  of  them,  may  stand  adjourned  to  a  more 
distant  day.  And  it  shall  be  the  outy  of  the  mayor,  from  time 
to  time,  to  communicate  to  both  branches  of  the  city  council 
all  such  information,  and  recommend  all  such  measures  as  may 
tend  to  the  improvement  of  the  finances,  the  police,  health,  se- 
curity, cleanlmess,  comfort,  and  ornament  oi  tne  said  city. 

Sect.  IS.    Be  it  Jiirther  enacted^   That  the  administration 
of  police,  t(^ether  with  the  executive  powers  of  the  said  cor-  Powers  of 
poration  generally,  together  also  with  all  the  powers  hereto-  ?*J^J„"*'  **' 
fore  vested  in  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  B<^on,  either  by    *'™*"* 
the  general  laws  of  this  Commonweakh,  by  particular  laws  re- 
kttive  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  said  selectmen,  or  by  the 
usages,  votes,  or  by-laws  of  said  town,  shall  be,  and  hereby 
are  vested  in  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  as  hereby  constituted, 
as  fully  and  amply  as  if  the  same  were  herein  specially  enu- 
merated.    And  further,  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  shall  To  gram  li- 
have  full  and  exclusive  power  to  grant  licenses  to  innholders,  censes, 
victuallers,  retailers  and  confectioners,  within  the  said  city,  in 
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all  cases  wherein  the  Court  of  Sessions  for  the  conn tj  of  Suffolk, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  selectmen  of  Boston,  have  here- 
tofore been  authorized  to  grant  such  licenses ;  and  m  granting 
such  licenses,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  major  and  akier- 
men  to  annex  thereto  such  reasonable  conditions  in  reeard  to 
time,  places,  and  other  circumstances,  under  which  such  Ikense 
shall  oe  acted  upon,  as,  in  their  judgment,  the  peace,  quiet  and 
good  order  of  the  city  may  require^     Also  to  take  bonds  of  aU 
bonds  fhim       pcrsons  SO  licensed,  in  reasonable  sums,  and   with  sufficieDt 
persons  licens-  sureties,  conditioned  for  a  faithful  compliance  with  the  terms 
•**•  of  their  said  licenses,  and  of  all  laws  and  regulations  respecting 

such  licensed  houses  :  And  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  after  the 
granting  of  any  such  license,  shall  have  power  to  revoke  or 
suspend  the  same,  if  in  their  judgment  the  order  and  welfare 
of  said  city  shall  require  it.  And  any  person  or  persons  wba 
shall  presume  to  exercise  either  of  the  said  employments,  with- 
in said  city,  without  having  first  obtained  a  license  therefor,  or 
in  any  manner,  contrary  to  (he  terms  of  said  license,  or  after 
the  same  shall  have  been  revoked  or  suspended,  such  person 
or  persons  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties  and  forfeitures, 
ana  to  be  prosecuted  for,  in  the  same  manner  as  now  by  law 
provided,  in  case  of  exercising  either  of  said  employment  with- 
out license  from  the  Court  of  Sessions,  for  the  county  of  Suf- 
folk ;  and  shall  also  be  taken  and  deemed  to  have  forfeited 
their  bonds,  respectively  given  aforesaid,  upon  which  suits 
may  be  instituted  against  such  licensed  persons  or  their  sure- 
ties, at  the  discretion  of  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  in 
stch  manner  as  they  may  direct,  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing 
such  forfeiture :  Provided  however^  That  all  inn nolders,  retaiJ^^ 
confectioners,  and  victuallers,  shall,  on  being  licensed  as  afore- 
said, pay  the  same  sum  now  required  by  law;  which  sum  shall 
be  accounted  for  in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  is  now  by  law 
required. 

Sect.  14.  Be  it  farther  enacted^  That  the  mayor  and  ald»^ 
men  shall  have  power  to  license  all  theatrical  exhibitions  and 
all  public  shows,  and  all  exhibitions  of  whatever  name  or  na- 

^  ^^  ^^   ture,  to  which  admission  is  obtained  on  payment  of  moneT,  on 

rtffiTate  them,  such  terms  and  conditions  as  to  them  may  seem  just  and  rear 
sonable ;  and  to  regulate  the  same,  from  time  to  time,  in  such 
manner  as  to  them  may  appear  necessary  to  preserve  order 
and  decorum,  and  to  prevent  the  interruption  of  peace  and  qaiei« 
And  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  set  forth,  establish  or  pro- 
mote any  such  exhibition  or  show,  or  publish,  or  advertise  the 
same,  or  otherwise  aid  or  assist  therein,  without  a  license  so 
obtained  as  aforesaid,  or  contrary  to  the  terms  or  conditions 
of  such  license,  or  whilst  the  same  is  suspended,  or  after  the 
same  is  revoked  by  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  shall  be  liable 
to  such  forfeiture,  as  the  city  council  may,  by  any  by-law  made 
for  that  purpose,  prescribe. 

Sect.  15.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  other  powers  now 
by  law  vested  in  the  town  of  Boston,  or  in  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  as  a  municipal  corporation,  shall  be,  and  hereby  arc 
vested  in  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  common  council  of  the 
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said  city,  to  be  exercified  by  concurrent  vote,  each  board  as 
hereby  constituted,  haviiig  a  negative  upon  the  other.     More 
especially,  they  shall  have  power  to  make  all  such  needful  and  ®y*^*^* 
salutary  by-laws,  as  towns  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth 
have  power  to  make  and  establish,  and  to  annex  penalties,  not 
exceeding  twenty  dollars,  for  the  breach  thereof,  which  by- 
laws shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  times 
therein  respectively  limited,  without  the  sanction  or  confirma- 
tion of  any  court,  or  other  authority  whatsoever :    ProDuied,        . 
That  such  by-laws  shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  constitution     '°^^**^' 
and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth :   And  provided  aUo^  That  the 
same  shall  be  liable  to  be  annulled  by  the  Legblature  thereof. 
The  said  city  council  shall  also  have  power,  from  time  to  time, 
to  lay  and  assess  taxes  for  all  purposes,  for  which  towns  are 
by  law  required  or  authorized  to  assess  and  grant  money,  and 
also  for  all  purposes,  for  which  Qounty  taxes  may  be  levied  and 
assessed,  whenever  the  city  shall  alone  compose  one  county  : 
Provided  haaeoer^  That  in  the  assessment  and  apportionment  of 
all  such  taxes  upon  the  polls  and  estates  of  all  persons  liable  to 
contribute  thereto,  the  same  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  ob- 
served, as  are  now  established  by  the  laws  of  this  Conunon- 
wealth,  or  may  be  hereafter  enacted,  relative  to  the  assessment 
and  apportionment  of  town  taxes.    The  said  city  council  shall  coUeetion  of 
also  have  power  to  provide  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxet. 
such  taxes,  and  to  make  appropriations  of  all  public  monies, 
and  provide  for  the  disbursement  thereof,  and  take  suitable 
measures  to  ensure  a  just  and  prompt  account  thereof;  and  for 
these  purposes,  may  either  elect  such  assessors,  and  assistant 
assessors,  as  may  be  needful,  or  provide  for  the  appointment  or  Atsestors  to  be 
election  of  the  same,  or  any  of  them,  by  the  mayor  and  alder-  «*>o«*n. 
men,  or  by  the  citizens,  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  most  con- 
ducive to  the  public  good,  and  may  also  require  of  all  persons 
entrusted  with  the  collection,  custody,  or  disbursement  of  pub- 
lic monies,  such  bonds  with  such  conditions  and  such  sureties, 
as  the  case  may  in  their  judgments  require. 

Sect.  16.    6e  it  Juriher  enacted.  That  the  said  city  council  citjcouncu 
shall  have  power,  and  thejr  are  hereby  authorized  to  provide  "jy  appoint 
for  the  appomtment  or  election  of  all  necessary  officers,  for  the  city"officeri7 
good  ^vernment  of  said  city,  not  otherwise  provided  for ;  to 
prescribe  their  duties,  and  fix  their  compensation,  and  to  choose 
a  register  of  deeds,  whenever  the  city  shall  compose  one  county. 
The  city  council  also  shall  have  the  care  and  superintendence  _^j 
of  the  public  buildings,  and  the  care,  custody,  ana  management  tend  pubUc'^* 
of  all  the  property  of  the  city,  with  power  to  lease  or  sell  the  buiidingi. 
same,  (except  the  Coomion,  and  Faneuil  Hall,)  with  power  also 
to  purchase  property,  real  or  personal,  in  the  name,  and  for  the 
use  of  the  city,  whenever  its  interest  or  convenience  may,  in 
their  judgment,  require  it. 

Sect.  17.     Beit  Jurther  enacted^  That  all  the  power  and  au-  powers  of 
thority  now  by  law,  vested  in  the  board  of  health  for  the  town  board  of  health 
of  Boston,  relative  to  the  quarantine  of  vessels,  and  relative  to  ^^u?  wuncil 
every  other  subject  whatsoever,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  here- 
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by  transferred  to,  and  vested  in  the  said  city  coobclI,  to  be 
carried  into  execution  by  the  a{^Kuntment  of  health  comoiis- 
sioners,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  health,  cleanUness,  com- 
fort and  order  of  the  said  city  may  in  their  judgment  require, 
subject  to  such  alterations  as  the  L^ialature  aay  from  tiiae  u> 
time  adopt. 

Sect.  18.  Be  it  Jurther  macUd,  That  the  mayor  and  aldor- 
•men  of  said  city,  and  the  said  common  council  shall,  as  soon 
as  conveniently  ma^  be,  after  their  annual  otfflmatalioD,  meet 
together  in  convention,  and  elect  same  suilable  and  trustworthy 
person  to  be  the  treasurer  of  said  city. 

Sect.  1 9.  Be  it  Jurther  enacted^  That  the  citizens,  at  their 
respective  ward  meetings,  to  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of 
April,  annually,  shall  el^t,  by  ballot,  a  number  kJ  persona,  lo 
be  determinea  by  the  city  council,  but.  not  less  than  thtee  ia 
each  ward,  to  be  firewards  of  said  city,  who  together  shall  con- 
stitute the  board  of  firewards  for  said  city,  and  shall  have  all 
the  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  now  by  law  appei^ 
taining  to  the  firewards  of  the  town  of  Boston,  until  the  saiae 
shall  be  altered  or  qualified  by  the  Legislature*  And  the  said

3K  Be  itJurAer  enacted^  That  m  aU  cases  in  wbich 
appointments  to  office  are  directed  to  be  made  by  the  Mayor 
and  aldermen,  the  mayor  shall  have  the  exckisiye  power  of 
nomination;  such  nomination,  however,  being  sul^ect  lobe 
confirmed  or  rejected  by  the  board  of  aldermen :  Prmdti 
however^  That  no  person  shall  be  el^ble  to  any  office,  tiie  sa-
